New  Variety.  Melvin  Fuld  and  Margaret  Graham  report  a 
new  variety:  222  325  C R9  1078A  (Larger  flan,  19.6  mm). 
The  planchet  of  the  standard  variety,  222  325  C R2  1078, 
is  only  19.2  mm.  The  over-sized  variety  is  readily  distin- 
guished from  the  standard  variety  by  the  broader  rim  of 
H & G 1078A  (see  photographs  below).  The  size  of  the 
planchets  is  the  only  difference  between  the  two  varieties.

The  illustrations  also  indicate  that  1078 A was  struck 
sometime  later  than  1078  because  the  die  of  1078A  is  badly 
worn.  One  possible  explanation  is  that  an  early  CWT  col- 
lector caused  several  H & G 1078A  specimens  to  be  made 
during  or  after  the  Civil  War. 

Change  in  Rarity.  Letters  from  Benj.  Fauver,  KenTrobaugh, 
and  Major  Henry  Watcke  have  established  that  the  26  mm 
258/446  (see  Page  5,  Winter  1969  issue)  is  not  an  R-9 
but  an  R-8  or  possibly  an  R-7.  Benj.  has  two  specimens, 
Ken  has  one,  Henry  has  one,  and  the  author  has  one;  this 
makes  a total  of  five  for  an  R-8  rating. 

If  any  of  the  other  CWTS  members  have  a 26  mm  258/446 
specimen,  please  write  and  tell  me.  Here  is  an  opportunity 
to  establish  the  correct  rarity  of  a new  variety  through  the 
collective  efforts  of  our  members. 

Identification  of  Dies.  The  popularity  of  patriotic  Civil 
War  tokens  will  increase  if  identification  of  similar  dies  can 
be  simplified.  In  the  spirit  of  promoting  easy  identification

dies.  Within  each  group  the  reader  follows  the  arrows  from 
top  to  bottom  in  the  diagram.  At  each  junction  there  are 
two  paths  to  take  — the  correct  one  to  the  desired  matching 
characteristics  and  the  wrong  one  which  is  ignored. 

Dies  30-35.  The  seven  dies  in  this  group  are  divided  into 
two  categories:  three  with  a slogan  (UNION)  and  four 
without  a slogan. 

Dies  33,  34,  and  35  have  the  slogan,  UNION,  above  the 
profile.  Die  35  has  an  1864  date,  and  dies  33  and  34  have 
the  1863  date.  The  difference  between  dies  33  and  34  is  that 

33  has  six  stars  on  the  right  and  34  has  seven  stars. 

Dies  30,  31,  31A  and  32  have  no  slogan  above  the  profile. 
All  four  have  an  1863  date,  but  die  31  is  the  only  one  with 
a dot  after  1863.  The  last  star  (on  the  right)  is  below  the 
lowest  curl  on  die  32  but  is  to  the  right  of  the  lowest  curl 
on  dies  30  and  31  A.  The  difference  between  dies  30  and  31A 
is  the  location  of  the  stars  in  relation  to  the  profile.  To 
detect  this  difference  it  is  suggested  that  the  straight  edge 
of  apieceofpaperbeusedtodraw  an  imaginary  line  between 
the  centers  of  the  first  and  last  stars.  This  "line”  does  not 
intersect  the  neck  on  die  30  but  cuts  through  the  neck  on 
die  31  A. 

Dies  38-40.  This  group  of  three  dies  has  one  without  a date 
(40)  and  two  with  an  1863  date  (38  and  39).  Die  38  has 
three  stars  opposite  the  wings  of  the  helmet  whereas  die 
39  has  only  one  star  opposite  the  wings. 

Dies  192-194.  This  series  of  four  dies  are  first  separated 
by  their  slogans:  One  Country  (192  and  193A),  The  Army  & 
Navy  (193),  and  Toys  and  Confectionery  (194).  Dies  192 
and  193A  are  distinguishable  by  their  different  dates:  Large 
1863  (192)  and  small  1864  (193A). 

Rarity  of  Dies.  None  of  the  dies  in  the  three  groups  — 
30-35,  38-40,  and  192-194  — has  a variety  with  a common 
rarity.  Rarities  range  from  R-5  for  varieties  including  dies 

34  and  35  to  R-10  for  30/280  N R10. 

Reverse  Die  Only.  Die  193  cannot  be  found  easily  in  Fuld’s 
"Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens  (3rd  Edition)”  because  193 
doesn’t  exist  as  an  obverse  die.  To  find  the  varieties  using 
die  193  the  reader  should  consult  Helen  Moore’s  "Reverse 
Cross  Reference  Index  of  Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens”  where 
the  reverse  (instead  of  obverse)  dies  are  listed  in  numerical 
order.  On  page  19  of  the  Winter  1968  issue  of  the  CWTS 
Journal  are  two  varieties  whose  reverse  is  die  193:  40/193 
C R-9  and  40/  193  BR  R-9.

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THE  WEALTH  OF  THE  SOUTH 

and  BEWARE  VICTORIA 


Rice,  tobacco,  sugar  and  cotton,  especially  cotton,  were  the 
principal  wealth  of  the  South.  Fuld  die  #511,  which  is  found 
on  several  types  of  tokens  struck  in  the  early  1860s  for  use 
in  the  South,  depicts  these  forms  of  utility.  This  agrarian 
wealth  was  believed  by  Confederate  leaders  to  command  a 
commercial  supremacy  both  in  the  North  and  in  Great  Bri- 
tain, J.  H.  Hammond,  who  had  been  governor  of  South  Caro- 
lina prior  to  the  Civil  War,  put  it  this  way. 

"There  might  be  with  us  commotion  for  a time,  but  cotton, 
rice,  tobacco,  and  naval  stores  command  the  world.  The 
North  without  us  would  be  a motherless  calf  bleating  about, 
and  would  die  of  mange  and  starvation.” 

"The  South  is  perfectly  competent  to  go  on  one,  two,  or 
three  years  without  planting  a seed  of  cotton.  What  would 
happen  if  no  cotton  were  furnished  for  three  years?  . . . Eng- 
land would  topple  headlong  and  carry  the  whole  civilized 
world  with  her,  save  the  South.  No  you  dare  not  make  war 
on  cotton.  No  power  on  earth  dares  to  make  war  upon  it. 
Cotton  is  King.” 

The  commercial  supremacy  of  cotton  was  taken  by  Confed- 
erate leaders  as  a fundamental  truth  and  this  truth  was  made 
a cornerstone  of  political  action.  One  can  gain  some  appre- 
ciation of  the  magnitude  of  the  obsession  from  the  fact  that 
the  first  Confederate  Commission  sent  to  Europe  was  instruc- 
ted simply  to  demand,  in  the  form  of  an  ultimatum,  diplo- 
matic recognition  of  the  Confederacy. 

The  Industrial  Revolution  was  in  full  swing  in  Britain. 
Textile  manufacture  was  the  key  employer  and  cotton,  most 
of  which  was  imported  from  the  Southern  States,  was  the 
principal  raw  material  used  in  British  textile  manufacture. 
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Hence  the  Confederate  belief  in  cotton’s  potential  politi- 
cal leverage  was  not  without  foundation. 

Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  a bumper  crop  of  cot- 
ton had  been  shipped  to  Europe.  Consequently,  the  pinch 
of  the  Northern  blockade  was  not  felt  there  until  the  fall 
of  1861.  Throughout  1862  unemployment  in  Britain  rose.  By 
December  of  1862  it  is  estimated  that  over  60%  of  the 
workers  in  Lancashire,  the  chief  industrial  county  in  Eng- 
land, were  receiving  public  or  private  relief. 

During  the  American  Civil  War  the  three  British  states- 
men who  were  most  influential  in  official  affairs  were  Lord 
Palmerston,  the  Premier,  Earl  Russell,  the  Secretary  of 
Foreign  Affairs,  and  Gladstone,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer. Queen  Victoria  left  matters  of  policy  to  these  advis- 
ors. During  most  of  1862  the  Queen  isolated  herself  in 
mourning  for  her  husband,  Prince  Albert,  who  had  passed 
away  in  December,  1861. 

Die  #397.  Beware  / Victoria 
(counterstamped)/ coiled  viper/ 
1863.  This  piece  falls  far  short 
of  the  above  on  artistic  grounds, 
but  is  its  complement  and  sequel 
in  political  importance.  Counter- 
stamped  Civil  War  Tokens  are  by 
no  means  common.  This  counter- 
stamped  die  is  much  rarer  than 
die  #511.

It  seems  reasonable  then  to  interpret  Fuld  die  #397  coun- 
terstamped "Victoria”  symbolically  as  "Beware  Britain”. 
"Beware”  can  be  interpreted  either  as  "Beware  of”  or  as 
"You  Beware”,  the  latter  seeming  more  likely  in  light  of  the 
coiled  viper  beneath,  which  bears  resemblance  to  the  "Don’t 
tread  on  me”  ensignia  of  American  Revolutionary  days.

During  the  summer  of  1862  the  Union  had  suffered  a series 
of  military  reverses.  In  August  of  that  year  following  the 
second  battle  of  Bull  Run  both  Palmerston  and  Russell 
agreed  that  the  time  was  ripe  to  attempt  to  negotiate  a 
peace  with  separation  between  the  Union  and  the  Confedera- 
cy. Napolean  had  succeeded  in  overunning  Mexico  with  his 
armies  and  agreed  to  join  Palmerston  and  Russell  in  ending 
the  American  conflict  if  the  Union  blockade  would  be  broken 
and  France  would  again  be  able  to  obtain  vitally  needed 
cotton.  Russia  also  was  willing  to  press  for  mediation. 

The  European  arrangements  having  been  made,  a British 
Cabinet  meeting  was  called  for  October  23,  1862,  formally  to 
recognize  the  Confederacy.  Had  that  meeting  taken  place,  it 
is  highly  likely  that  war  between  Great  Britain  and  the  Union 
would  have  followed.  One  of  history’s  quirks  occurred,  how- 
ever, and  radically  altered  the  course  of  events. 

Gladstone  heartily  supported  Palmerston  and  Russell  in 
their  plan  to  recognize  the  Confederacy.  He  saw  himself  as 
Palmerston’s  successor  and  in  his  ambition  for  the  limelight 
made  as  Gladstone. himself  later  put  it  "a  mistake  of  incred- 
ible grossness”.  In  his  Newcastle  Speech  of  October  7 Glad- 
stone broke  long-standing  protocol  by  foreshadowing  minis- 
terial policy  before  it  had  been  formally  announced.  Pal- 
merston had  disliked  Gladstone  for  some  time.  To  discipline 
him  for  this  official  and  personal  slight  Palmerston  reversed 
his  own  position  regarding  diplomatic  recognition  and  the 
meeting  of  the  23rd  was  never  held.  By  putting  Gladstone 
down  a peg,  Palmerston  postponed  British  recognition  of  the 
Confederacy. 

Lincoln’s  Emancipation  Proclamation  had  been  issued  the 
month  before.  The  British  Cabinet  viewed  this  Proclamation 
as  a politically  inspired  incitement  to  slave  rebellion  and  had 
very  little  sympathy  with  it.  Not  long  after,  however,  the 
Proclamation  had  succeeded  in  welding  British  public  opinion 
solidly  behind  the  Union  emancipation  cause.  Consequently, 
Palmerston’s  postponement  of  diplomatic  recognition  of  the 
Confederacy  proved  to  be  final. 
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THE  CONFEDERATE  CRUISER  “ALABAMA.” 


The  Confederates  had  another  ace  up  their  sleeve:  British- 
built  rams.  In  March  of  1862  the  steamer  Oreto  sailed  from 
Liverpool.  Three  months  later  it  appeared  off  the  coast  of 
North  America  fitted  as  a Confederate  vessel  of  war.  In 
June  a more  powerful  vessel,  the  Alabama,  left  Liverpool. 
Another  ship  sent  out  from  England  rendezvoused  and  guns 
and  ammunition  were  transferred  aboard.  Most  of  the  Ala- 
bama’s crew  were  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  Navy,  and  for 
the  next  two  years  this  ship  took  effective  toll  of  Union  block- 
ade vessels.  The  Alabama  alone  could  not  change  the  course 
of  the  war.  If  a small  fleet  of  Alabamas  were  loosed,  however, 
the  Union  blockade  could  not  be  maintained. 

In  the  early  summer  of  1862  the  Confederate  government 
indirectly  contracted  with  a firm  in  Liverpool  to  build  two 
powerful,  steel-armoured  ships  equipped  with  strong  prows 
to  be  used  to  ram  wooden  vessels.  By  the  winter  of  1863 
construction  of  the  rams  was  partially  completed.  The  Nor- 
thern government  was  well  aware  of  the  construction  taking 
place.  In  April  a Privateering  Bill  was  issued  by  Lincoln  as 
an  administrative  measure.  The  objective  of  the  bill  was  to 
encourage  privateering  on  the  high  seas  in  an  attempt  to 
counter  the  breaking  of  the  blockade  by  rams. 

Palmerston  and  Russell  saw  this  bill  as  a direct  threat  to 
British  maritime  commerce  since  over  nine  tenths  of  the 
blockade  runners  were  British  ships.  If  Lincoln’s  Priva- 
teering Bill  were  effectively  implemented,  war  would  probably 
be  the  result.  Since  British  public  opinion  now  largely  favored 
the  Union  emancipation  cause,  war  seemed  to  be  politically  in- 
feasible. Consequently,  a pledge  was  given  by  the  British 
ministers  that  the  rams  would  not  be  allowed  to  leave  port. 
In  October  of  1863  the  vessels  were  officially  seized  ending 
this  threat  of  indirect  British  intervention.  Since  pieces  bear- 
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ing  Fuld  die  #397  were  struck  sometime  in  1863,  the  "Vic- 
toria” counterstamp  could  well  have  been  made  with  these 
rams  in  mind. 

It  is  ironic  that  following  Sherman’s  march  to  the  sea 
diplomatic  overtures  were  made  by  the  Confederacy  to 
Britain  offering  to  abolish  Slavery  in  return  for  diplomatic 
recognition.  When  the  Southern  cause  was  in  its  last  death 
throes  Robert  E.  Lee  confessed  that  he  had  never  believed 
that  the  Confederacy  could  win  independence  "unless  foreign 
powers  should  directly  or  indirectly  assist  it  in  so  doing”. 

The  Wealth  of  the  South,  notably  cotton,  came  very  close 
to  enlisting  British  support  for  the  Confederacy.  "Beware 
Victoria”  had  strong  foundation  considering  British  plans 
in  1862  to  offer  diplomatic  recognition  and  in  light  of  the 
threat  to  the  Northern  blockade  of  British-built  rams.

Auction  Notes 

When  Hetrich  and  Guttag  published  their  listing  of  Civil 
War  Tokens  in  1924  they  listed  some  621  dies.  Many  years 
later  George  and  Melvin  Fuld  listed  over  525  dies  for  just  the 
Patriotic  tokens  alone.  Every  collector  of  CWT  must  have 
several  tokens  with  the  die  listed  as  xxxA,  meaning  that  this 
token  has  a die  similar  to,  but  not  exactly  like,  die  xxx.  It  is 
a real  thrill  to  discover  a new  die  variety!  In  my  own  listings, 
I believe  that  I have  at  least  40  dies  that  are  a variety  of 
another  listed  die.  In  an  article  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Jour- 
nal Benj  Fauver  pointed  out  the  differences  between  dies 
F255  and  F255A,  and  many  other  articles  have  shown  other 
die  varieties. 

H-G  pictured  a die,  H-G  531,  but  never  listed  it  in  their 
book  as  being  used  on  a token.  Of  course  it  was,  being  on 
H-G  3358,  or  Fuld  Mich  40D,  but  in  their  listing  the  reverse 
of  the  token  was  merely  described.  I suppose  that  nearly 
everyone,  sooner  or  later,  marked  their  copy  of  H-G  to  the 
effect  that  the  description  of  the  reverse  of  this  token  was 
really  die  531.  Later  on,  a variety  of  this  die  was  discovered 
and  labeled  531  A.  Now,  this  die  has  the  words,  DRUGGISTS 
ANN  ARBOR  MICH,  surrounding  a mortar  and  pestle.  But 
what  about  the  die  on  Mich  320A  which  has  the  words, 
DRUGGIST  FLINT  MICH  surrounding  a mortar  and  pestle? 
H-G  declined  to  number  it,  but  I call  it  53 IB. 

The  point  of  all  this  is  that  there  must  be  at  least  800  dif- 
ferent CWT  dies  and  that  it  is  a real  challenge  to  try  to  get 
many  of  them.  I looked  for  years  before  I finally  got  a H-G 
504  (FI 84),  but  it  is  a beautiful  die  and  one  of  my  favorites. 
Many  of  the  store  card  dies  are  found  only  on  one  merchant, 
for  example  H-G  die  458  is  found  only  on  N.Y.  105D  and  is 
most  difficult. 

That  many  collectors  of  CWT  are  after  the  rare  dies  is  ev- 
ident from  auction  results.  Of  course,  the  rare  States  and 
rare  Towns  are  as  much  in  demand  as  ever,  and  the  off-metal 
tokens  and  overstrikes  will  always  be  on  everyone’s  Want 
List,  but  don’t  for  a minute  think  that  the  CWT  die  collector 
is  any  less  avid  in  his  quest!

This  is  one  of  the  very  few  hard  rubber  tokens  and  has 
always  been  in  great  demand.  In  two  other  sales,  it  sold 
for  22.50  and  24.01  so  the  price  seems  rather  consistent. 
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Wise.  51  OR  19.25  Levine  6-23-69 

This  is  a tough  Milwaukee  token,  but  an  interesting  one, 
as  the  merchant  is  a broom  maker.  These  Wisconsin  collec- 
tors are  certainly  enthusiastic! 

37 /Blank  50.00  Levine  6-23-69 

A new  find  and  previously  unlisted  token  that  is  probably 
unique.  Everyone  delights  in  owning  an  RIO  CWT. 

Mass.  115E  18.81  Levine  9-16-69 

Fairly  tough  State  with  very  interesting  die,  H-G  503,  the 
Good  For  A Scent  die.  Collectors  of  Patriotic  tokens  only 
miss  quite  a few  good  dies. 

N.  Y.  630W  33.00  Levine  9-16-69 

This  token,  struck  over  a copper-nickel  cent,  is  the  only 

CWT  that  has  Hebrew  writing  on  it. 

Ohio  5A  8.05  Levine  9-16-69 

The  value  of  owning  a copy  of  H-G  is  illustrated  here,  as 
this  token  was  listed  in  the  sale  by  its  H-G  number.  A 
quick  referral  would  have  shown  that  this  token  has  a very 
rare  die,  H-G  263. 

147/227  47.50  Levine  9-16-69 

The  Pilgrim  token,  always  hard  to  find,  and  always 
wanted  by  the  serious  collector  of  Patriotic  tokens. 

498/499  58.35  Levine  9-16-69 

Here  is  a real  piece  of  Americana,  the  only  iron  CWT 
and  made  from  the  actual  armor  plate  of  our  first  iron-clad 
boat,  the  Merrimac. 

Ill  320E  9.20  Trobaugh  11-15-69 

Very  few  CWT  were  issued  by  women,  and  those  that 
were  are  quite  scarce.  This  is  one  of  them. 

Missouri  91 0A  30.00  Trobaugh  11-15-69 

All  border  State  tokens  are  scarce  and  hard  to  find.  They 
have  always  been  on  most  Want  Lists  and  usually  bring 
fairly  good  prices. 

Mich  525D  3.05  Trobaugh  11-15-69 

This  token  has  H-G  die  561  on  it,  the  Bully  For  You.  This 
is,  no  doubt,  the  Alfred  E.  Neuman  of  a century  ago,  and 
if  you  don’t  have  this  die,  or  its  companion,  H-G  562,  you’re 
missing  something! 

142/348  19.25  Trobaugh  1 1-15-69

When  in  the  spring  of  1861,  the  troops  from  New  Engla 
New  York  State  and  New  Jersey  began  to  move  southws 
the  one  available  rail  route  brought  them  toTacony  or  C;. 
den,  N.  J.,  from  which  steamboats  conveyed  them  to  the  11 
of  Washington  avenue,  Philadelphia,  where  trains  of  the  Plr

the  patriotic  families  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  navy  y 
offered  refreshments  to  the  extent  of  their  limited  abilit. 
The  evident  need  of  systematic  handling  of  food  and  col 
led  Barzilai  S.  Brown,  a grocer  and  fruit  dealer,  to  act  a 
medium  of  distribution,  and  this  presently  resulted  in 
lease  of  a small  boat-shop  owned  by  James  Crim,  upon  Sw. 
son  street,  below  Washington  avenue,  as  a "free  refreshm 
saloon  for  soldiers. ’’This was atfirstreferred to  as  "Brown 
being  so  called  in  letters  written  to  their  home  newspap 
by  some  grateful  volunteers.  The  enterprise  was  organia

>wever,  upon  May  27th,  1861,  as  the  "Union  Volunteer 
reshment  Saloon,”  and  under  that  title  was  maintained 
til  December  1st,  1865. 

uildings  were  gradually  added,  as  funds  permitted,  until 
regiments  were  promptly  provided  with  washing  facilities 
bountiful  meals  at  the  hands  of  the  hospitable  men,  wo- 
n and  maids  of  lod  Southwark.  The  meals  usually  served 
isisted  of  beef,  ham,  bread  and  butter,  sweet  and  white 
:atoes,  pickles,  tea  and  coffee,  and  sometimes  cake  or  pie. 
en  barrels  of  coffee  and  15,000  cooked  rations  were  often 
[ de  in  one  day.  The  hungry  soldiers  of  well-filled  regiments 
m the  Northeastern  states  had  a way  of  swarming  from 
i transfer  boats  at  Washington  street  wharf  at  most  incon- 
nient  hours,  but  the  good  people  of  Southwark  were  always 
idy  for  them.  The  Second  Maine  Infantry,  for  instance, 
ived  at  one  o’clock  upon  the  morning  of  May  31st,  and 
nd  the  hot  coffee,  beef  and  bread  all  ready  for  them,  much 
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to  their  surprise  and  delight,  as  had  the  8th  and  9th  New 
York  Regiments  and  Garibaldi  Legion,  which  had  preceded 
them. 

Facilities  were  provided  in  the  shape  of  writing  paper  and 
envelopes,  enabling  soldiers  to  write  home.  All  letters  were 
stamped,  free  of  cost  to  the  writers,  and  mailed  by  their  en- 
tertainers. Some  of  these  old  envelopes  bear  the  "frank”  of 
Congressman  Leonard  Myers.  The  gratitude  of  volunteers 
for  the  splendid  treatment  thus  given  them  was  expressed  in 
thousands  of  these  hurried  missives,  many  of  which  were 
printed  in  distant  newspapers,  and  the  fame  of  patriotic 
Philadelphia  soon  spread  all  over  the  East.  In  September, 
1861,  the  needs  of  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  left  by  their 
commands,  many  of  them  being  cared  for  in  private  homes, 
led  to  the  establishment  of  a small  hospital  upon  the  east 
side  of  Swanson  street,  close  to  the  north  wall  of  the  navy 
yard.  This  modest  hospital  was  placed  by  the  Committee  in 
charge  of  Dr.  Elias  Ward.  It  contained,  at  first,  but  fifteen 
beds,  and  was  the  first  military  hospital  opened  in  the  city. 
Later,  more  roomy  quarters  were  occupied  upon  the  opposite 
or  west  side  of  Swanson  street.  Dr.  Ward  continued  at  the 
post  of  duty  throughout  the  war,  and  it  was  due  to  his  efforts 
that  this  hospital,  which  ministered  to  thousands  of  sick  and 
wounded  soldiers,  was  recognized  as  a regular  Government  es- 
tablishment. He  was  also  actively  interested  with  others  in 
the  purchase  of  a burial  lot  for  such  soldiers  as  died  here  and 
were  not  claimed  by  relatives. 

A "Soldiers’  Guide,”  published  by  Robert  R.  Corson,  State 
Military  Agent,  was  distributed  freely  by  the  Committee  of  the 
Union  Volunteer  Refreshment  Saloon.  It  contained  local 
addresses  of  army  officials  of  the  several  departments,  places 
of  interest  railroad  stations  and  timetables  and  similar  infor- 
mation. 

Out  upon  Washington  avenue,  at  the  foot  of  a lofty  flagstaff 
a small  cannon  was  placed,  covered  when  not  in  use,  by  a box 
embellished  with  patriotic  devices.  When  a troop  train  left 
Jersey  City  a telegram  was  sent  to  the  "Union”  and  the  gun 
was  fired  to  notify  the  housewives,  often  busy  at  their  own 
domestic  cooking,  to  hurry  to  the  big  sheds  and  make  ready. 
It  was  the  business  of  the  small  boys,  full  of  the  ardor  of  the 
time,  to  watch  up  river  for  the  coming  of  the  boats.  When 
they  were  seen,  thronging  with  hungry  men,  every  youngster 
rushed  headlong  up  the  tracks  and  the  second  gun  was  fired. 
This  lusty  little  cannon  was  credited  by  contemporary  news- 
papers with  a remarkable  record.  Cast  at  the  Springfield 
Armory,  it  went  with  the  American  Army  to  Mexico,  was 
captured  by  the  Mexicans  at  Vera  Cruz,  remounted  at  the 
ancient  fortress  of  San  Juan  d’Ulloa,  recaptured  from  a Mex- 
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ican  gunboat,  sent  to  Philadelphia,  sunk  upon  the  receiving 
ship  Union  in  the  Delaware  River,  recovered  and  placed 
among  the  curios  of  the  navy  yard.  When  the  war  began  it 
was  used  for  the  Committee  of  the  Union  Volunteer  Refresh- 
ment Saloon.  It  was  popularly  dubbed,  at  this  period  of  its 
service,  "Fort  Brown.”  It  was  the  first,  it  is  claimed,  to 
thunder  out  the  news  of  the  surrender  of  Gen.  Lee,  upon  the 
night  of  April  9th,  1865.  It  is  now  preserved  among  the 
priceless  trophies  of  Capt.  Philip  R.  Schuyler  Post,  No.  51. 
G.  A.  R.,  in  this  city. 


Union  Volunteer  Hospital 


In  the  first  eighteen  months  of  its  operation  the  "Union” 
supplied  meals  to  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  regiments, 
having  an  average  of  nine  hundred  men  each. 

In  February,  1863,  a large  building  was  added  to  the 
"Union”  establishment,  thus  increasing  the  dining  facilities 
and  providing  hospital  space  upon  the  second  floor.  The 
work  and  materials  for  this  structure  were  nearly  all  con- 
tributed by  a large  number  of  business  concerns  and  indi- 
viduals. 

In  the  autumn  of  1863  the  captured  Confederate  Ram 
Atlanta  was  loaned  to  the  Union  Committee  and  exhibited 
to  the  public  at  the  foot  of  Washington  avenue,  the  ad- 
mission charge  adding  greatly  to  the  funds  of  the  saloon.* 

It  is  not  generally  recorded  in  the  many  eulogies  of  the 
work  performed  at  the  "Union”,  that  at  various  times  its 
Committee  sent  clothing,  food  and  hospital  supplies  to  sol- 
diers in  distant  parts  of  the  country.  For  instance,  ten  large 
packing  boxes  were  filled  and  shipped  to  sick  and  wounded 
men  at  Rolla,  Missouri,  and  supplies  were  forwarded  to 
Annapolis,  Maryland,  for  the  relief  of  destitute  and  suffering 
soldiers  exchanged  from  Belle  Isle,  Richmond. 
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Religious  services  were  usually  held  on  Sunday  afternoons 
at  the  refreshment  saloons,  being  attended  by  large  num- 
bers of  citizens  and  soldiers.  Music  was  provided  by  regimen- 
tal bands  and  by  the  choirs  from  downtown  churches. 

Perhaps  the  most  trying  period  of  the  war  to  citizens  gen- 
erally was  that  immediately  preceding  the  battle  of  Gettys- 
burg. Under  the  stress  of  great  anxiety  the  ladies  of  the 
"Union”  addressed  the  soldiers  who  had  returned  to  their 
homes  all  over  the  East  in  the  following  words: 

"The  ladies  of  the  Union  Volunteer  Refreshment  Commit- 
tee, on  many  a wintry  night,  when  they  have  waited  to  wel- 
come, with  kind  words,  the  nation’s  defenders,  and  to  serve 
food  to  revive  their  weary  frames,  have  been  repaid  for  their 
labor  by  the  grateful  thanks  and ! God  bless  you!’  of  the  noble 
patriots,  and  these  soldiers  have,  without  exception,  ex- 
claimed, 'If  ever  Philadelphia  needs  defenders  she  will  find 
them  in  the  men  whom  their  kindness  has  succored!’  Ever 
have  the  ladies  replied  'If  the  hour  of  danger  ever  threatens 
we  will  remember  your  promise.’  Soldiers,  that  hour  has 
come.  Shall  they  not  find  you  to  have  forgotten?  Shall  they 
welcome  you  again  to  our  city  as  the  defenders  of  their  homes 
and  fire-sides,  or  shall  they  wait  in  vain?” 

One  of  the  first  of  the  regiments  to  whom  this  appeal  was 
made  to  come  to  the  defense  was  the  famous  New  York 
"Seventh”.  With  the  retreat  of  Gen.  Lee’s  shattered  army 
from  Pennsylvania  soil  after  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  the 
danger  was  soon  forgotten  in  the  care  of  the  thousands  of  the 
wounded  brought  to  the  city  from  that  scene  of  carnage. 
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PRESIDENT’S  MESSAGE 

January  1st,  1970  ....  As  I sit  down  to 
contemplate  the  words  I am  about  to  offer  on 
the  first  day  of  a new  year,  and  indeed,  of  a new 
decade,  I cannot  help  but  to  reflect  on  the  events 
of  the  past  year,  and  those  of  the  past  decade 
as  well.  Token  collecting  in  general  advanced 
by  leaps  and  bounds,  and  our  Civil  War  Token 
Society  developed  into  its  "mature  state”.  Imag- 
ine mail  bid  sales  that  concern  themselves 
only  with  Civil  War  Tokens,  or  those  that  center  themselves  about 
the  Civil  War  Token  per  se,  such  as  Abner  Kreisberg  conducted  in 
1965-6-7-8,  or  the  fine  Harmer-Rooke  presentation  just  completed 
in  November,  1969.  Ten  years  ago,  this  type  of  offering  was  non- 
existent. When  major  coin  dealers  show  such  "hearty  respect” 
for  the  Civil  War  Token  collector,  then  I say  ....  We  Are  Mature; 
We  Are  Recognized;  We  Are  Accepted  by  the  bona  fide  collecting 
fraternity  of  numismatists. 

Our  resolutions  for  1970  (and  for  the  next  decade)  should  include 
more  members,  and  also  more  members  contributing  to  this  excellent 
Journal.  Any  area  which  unearths  new  facts,  or  broadens  current 
existing  knowledge  of  our  specialty  collecting  will  certainly  be  wel- 
comed by  our  members.  This  means  that  YOU  might  research  a to- 
ken, or  a die,  or  a specific  merchant  background,  and  come  up  with 
hitherto  unpublished  information  relevant  to  our  interests.  Just  imag- 
ine if  each  of  us  (200+  members)  added  only  ONE  new  fact  about 
Civil  War  Tokens  in  the  next  6 months!!!  Can  you  imagine  how  much 
more  new  knowledge  would  be  gained  for  this  fascinating  type  of  col- 
lecting??? It’s  an  interesting  thought. 

Your  President  and  Officers  wish  all  of  you  the  best  of  health, 
and  happy  and  successful  collecting  in  1970!

How  many  times  have  you  heard  store  card  collectors  say, 
"I’ll  never  get  them  all  - so  I’m  just  trying  for  my  state”. 
Some  collectors  try  for  one  from  a town,  one  from  each  state, 
or  one  from  each  merchant  from  this  or  that  town.  No  matter 
what  you  collect  in  store  cards  it  seems  that  sooner  or  later 
some  outsider  card  gets  mixed  in  with  that  group  you  are 
trying  so  hard  to  complete.  This  is  the  one  that  leads  you 
off  the  direct  path  towards  your  goal.  First  thing  you  know 
you’re  side  tracked,  you’re  off  in  a new  direction  - on  a new 
category. 

My  most  recent,  new  category,  consists  of  certain  cards 
that  I call  Geezers  and  Odd  Balls.  A Geezer  is  a piece  that 
appears  to  be  a store  card  but  cannot  be  definitely  authenti- 
cated as  such.  An  Odd  Ball  can  be  identified  and  has  been 
altered  to  be  used  for  some  purpose  other  than  that  for  which 
it  was  originally  intended,  or  is  incomplete  as  a store  card 
by  design  or  by  accident. 


My  second  "Odd  Ball”  is  not  an  easy  one  to  find.  It  can  be 
readily  identified  as  a Michigan  Fuld  745-D,  J.  D.  Sherman  of 
Paw  Paw  and  H & G 4571  with  611  reverse  - a gem  of  an 
addition  in  this  category  that  I gained  through  a swap  with 
Phil  Deckebach.  The  card  is  holed  through  the  top  of  the  ob- 
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verse  and  in  the  center  is  counter  struck  with  the  number 
,f12”.  It  could  have  been  used  by  the  grocer,  Sherman,  as 
an  order  check  for  deliveries.  In  that  period  of  time  in  which 
these  grocery  checks  were  used,  the  grocer  sent  his  clerks 
out  to  call  on  his  customers,  write  up  their  order  at  the 
kitchen  door  and  return  to  the  store,  make  up  the  delivery 
basket  and  ship  it  back  to  the  customer  in  his  own  wagon,  or 
a merchants  delivery  service  supported  by  several  groceries 
or  meat  markets.  In  this  case  order  number  12  should  check 
with  slip  number  12  and  be  delivered  at  the  home  of  cus- 
tomer number  12.  It  would  be  of  interest  to  learn  of  any 
store  cards  that  may  be  holed  and  stamped  with  a number 
as  this  one  is  marked.  The  whole  thing  seems  to  be  of  little 
importance  but  information  as  to  the  existance  of  others 
similarly  struck  just  might  help  to  satisfy  a curiosity. 

Another  group  in  my  collection  consists  of  blank  reverses. 
Here  there  are  two  types.  The  first  consists  of  accidental 
blanks  and  the  second  consists  of  intentional  blanks.  The 
accidentals  are  identified  by  the  struck  side  that  would  nor- 
mally be  considered  as  the  reverse  and  identifies  the  card 
by  Fuld  number  or  H & G,  or  both.  The  first  piece  has  the 
reverse  of  H & G number  525  - the  Good  Samaritan  Stove. 
The  obverse  is  flat  like  the  planchet  and  I believe  may  have 
been  used  as  a salesmans  sample  and  accidentally  got  into 
circulation. 

I have  presented  this  specimen  for  the  opinion  of  several 
of  my  friends  and  in  each  case  found  that  the  inspector  was 
dubious  as  to  its  authenticity,  this  because  of  the  appearance 
of  some  light  scratches  on  the  planchet  side.  However,  I took 
the  piece  and  a completed  similar  card,  Michigan  370-D,  to 
check  on  measurement  and  weight  and  found  the  completed 
card  to  be  about  .002  inches  thicker  at  the  rim  and  about 
two  grains  lighter  in  weight.  I account  for  the  increase  in 
thickness  as  a metal  shift  resulting  from  the  double  strike 
and  I am  certain  that  the  two  grains  of  greater  weight  in  the 
blank  obverse  piece  is  evidence  enough  that  there  has  been 
no  metal  removal  from  the  planchet. 

Another  blank  reverse  piece  is  identified  as  Fuld  number  43 
and  by  H & G as  number  33.  Below  the  neck  of  the  figure  on 
the  struck  side  is  the  name  E.  L.  Eichtweiss.  However,  in  the 
appendix  of  the  Fuld  book  no  such  piece  is  credited  to  the 
issuer.  As  with  the  number  525  piece,  the  blank  side  is  also 
flat.  It  also  shows  a few  minute  pits  and  scratches  on  the 
planchet.  I know  of  no  store  card  with  this  reverse  and  until 
I learn  otherwise  will  classify  this  piece  as  an  incomplete 
patriotic. 

Still  another  blank  reverse  in  my  collection  — through  the 
generosity  of  Erv  Wagner  — is  a true,  genuine,  deliberate 
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blank  reverse  strike.  It  is  identified  as  Minnesota,  St.  Paul 
760-A  in  Fuld  and  as  4669  in  H & G.  There  is  a nice  clear 
struck  rim  around  a blank  surface  reverse  on  which  the 
issuer  can  counter  strike  or  engrave  any  message  he  wants 
the  card  to  carry.  The  obverse  carries  the  name,  D.  C. 
Greenleaf,  the  type  of  business  and  the  name  of  the  town. 
While  I cannot  classify  it  as  an  Odd  Ball  I am  delighted  to 
have  the  card  to  demonstrate  as  a blank  reverse  by  design 
versus  an  accidental  blank  reverse  or  obverse,  whatever  the 
case  may  be. 

Now,  as  I stated  in  my  first  paragraph,  an  outsider  shows 
up.  It  is  known  as  the  general  store  card,  the  mass  pro- 
duction job,  made  to  fit  in  with  several  types  of  business  or 
appropriate  for  any  type  of  sales  or  service  or  business. 
The  first  group,  built  specifically  for  the  old  time  general 
store  can  be  covered  by  card  H & G 602  reverse,  or  Fuld 
450  reverse  and  471  obverse.  Another  example  is  H & G 
27  reverse  and  206  obverse  (The  head  by  Childs  of  Chicago 
on  one  side  and  "Our  Card”  in  a wreath  on  the  other). 
These  cards  carry  no  merchants  name,  no  address,  some 
are  dated,  some  are  not.  They  were  undoubtedly  quicker  to 
obtain  and  cheaper  than  the  custom  makes.  How  many 
types  are  floating  around?  I’m  sure  there  are  several  but 
I have  no  idea  as  to  the  number. 

When  you’re  out  fishing  for  bass  you  don’t  quit  fishing 
just  because  a few  nice  trout  get  on  your  hook.  Same  way 
with  store  cards  — just  keep  pulling  them  in  and  appreciate 
anything  that  comes  your  way.  Start  another  category  and 
enjoy  your  hobby.  It  may  well  be  that  you  can’t  get  them 
all,  but  you  can  certainly  enjoy  trying.  When  that  outsider 
card  comes  along  just  start  a new  category.

Summary.  The  following  article  illustrates  and  describes 
two  new  copper-plated  varieties  and  identification  of  eight 
pairs  of  Fuld  dies. 

New  Varieties.  John  Dutton  and  the  author  renort  two 
new  varieties:  197  380  C pi.  R9  (Lead)  and  143  261  C pi. 
R9  (Lead)  respectively.  The  total  number  of  copper-plated 
lead  varieties  is  now  three;  the  other  one,  14  291  C pi. 
R9  (Lead,  double  struck),  was  reported  in  "Patriotic Patter,” 
Winter  1968  issue  of  the  Journal.

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The  above  new  finds  suggest  that  there  may  be  other 
copper-plated  patriotic  tokens  which  are  currently  classified 
as  lead  or  copper  tokens  by  their  owners.  Will  the  readers 
please  check  their  patriotic  varieties  and  see  if  any  of  them 
are  copper  plated?  Circulated  copper-plated  pieces  are  easily 
identified:  the  lead  shows  through  where  the  plating  is  worn 
off  the  relief  portions  of  the  token. 

There  may  be  some  copper-plated  lead  tokens  which  are 
passing  for  "copper”  varieties  because  the  lead  does  not 
show  through  on  the  relief  areas.  Therefore,  the  copper  and 
bronze  pieces  in  your  collection  should  also  be  checked. 
The  copper  and  bronze  varieties  have  a metallic  ring  similar 
to  our  Lincoln-head  cents,  but  the  pitch  of  the  ring  will  vary 
with  the  planchet  thickness  which  was  not  controlled  by  the 
Civil  War  die  sinkers.  The  copper-plated  lead  varieties  do 
not  have  a metallic  ring.  Weighing  the  tokens  on  a simple 
balance  or  scale  is  another  way  of  detecting  the  copper- 
plated  lead  pieces  which  are  much  heavier  than  copper  or 
bronze  varieties. 

It  is  anticipated  that  several  new  copper-plated  lead  tokens 
will  be  reported  as  a result  of  the  readers  checking  their 
patriotic  pieces.  Happy  hunting! 

Identification  of  Die  Pairs.  Eight  die  pairs  from  Fuld’s 
"Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens  (3rd  Edition)”  have  been  selected 
for  identification  on  the  preceding  pages.  The  following 
information  is  given  under  each  illustration:  Fuld  die  num- 
ber, rarities  of  the  varieties  using  the  designated  die,  and 
the  number  of  varieties  using  the  die  as  either  an  obverse 
or  reverse  in  the  patriotic  series.

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civil  war  die  sinkers 
and  their  cards

The  origin  of  a coin  is  always  a subject  of  particular  inter- 
est to  a collector,  whether  he  is  a kid  hunting  for  mintmarks 
on  his  pocket  change  or  a specialist  researching  the  privy 
marks  and  differents  of  some  obscure  medieval  European 
piece.  There  was  a time  in  history  when  the  presence  of  a 
mintmark  guaranteed  the  genuineness  of  a coin.  But  to  the 
collector,  the  main  value  of  the  mintmark  is  that  it  tells  him 
where  the  coin  came  from. 

Civil  War  tokens  sometimes  have  mintmarks  of  their  own. 
These  may  be  the  initials  or  names  of  die  sinker  firms  that 
produced  them,  or  of  the  engravers  who  worked  for  these 
firms.  A collector  recognizing  these  marks  can  trace  his  coins 
back  to  these  die  sinker  firms.  From  there,  he  can  determine 
in  what  different  parts  of  the  country  or  of  a particular  state 
the  various  die  sinkers  produced  tokens,  thereby  learning 
more  about  the  growth  and  spread  of  tokens  as  a medium  of 
exchange  during  the  Civil  War  period.  This  kind  of  study  is 
more  of  an  art  than  a science,  however,  as  "mintmarks”  in 

the  form  of  initials  or  names  appear  on  a relatively  few  to- 
kens. Usually  a token  bears  no  obvious  clues  as  to  its  origin; 
the  collector  who  wants  to  attribute  his  tokens  to  the  various 
die  sinkers  usually  has  to  study  the  sinkers’  different  styles. 

The  die  sinkers  were  the  mintmasters  of  the  Civil  War 
series.  Each  turned  out  a product  having  a distinctive  style 
of  its  own.  Some  sinkers  did  careful  and  craftsmanlike  work; 
others  allowed  overstrikes,  planchet  clips,  impressions  from 
misaligned  dies,  and  other  errors  to  leave  their  shops.  A die 
sinker’s  workmanship  is  an  important  aspect  of  his  style.  So 
are  the  type  faces  he  used,  the  hubs,  the  planchets  and  the 
designs. 

However,  an  attribution  based  on  style  is  often  largely 
guesswork.  One  way  to  take  much  of  the  guesswork  out  of 
attribution  is  to  have  the  die  sinker’s  own  storecard  on  hand 
for  comparison  with  the  token  in  question.  A collection  of  die 
sinker  cards  can  be  a useful  study  aid  and  reference  cource 
for  the  Civil  War  token  collector. 

The  following  information  on  die  sinkers  and  their  store- 
cards has  been  brought  together  from  the  Hetrich  and  Guttag 
book,  the  two  guidebooks  by  George  and  Melvin  Fuld,  and 
from  articles  and  auction  catalogs.  The  descriptions  of  style 
are  based  on  the  author’s  examination  of  the  tokens  them- 
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selves.  This  article  is  intended  as  an  introduction  to  the  sub- 
ject of  die  sinkers.  It  is  intended  to  help  collectors  who  may 
be  interested  in  building  their  own  reference  collection  of 
Civil  War  die  sinker  cards,  for  their  own  enjoyment  and  for 
adding  to  the  knowledge  about  the  origins  of  Civil  War  tokens. 

Bridgens  Metal  Tokens,  New  York  City.  Card:  N.  Y.  630- J, 
R-3,  12  varieties.  Produced  tokens  mainly  for  New  York  City 
and  New  Jersey  merchants,  also  many  patriotics,  with  a few 
customers  as  far  distant  as  Illinois.  Tokens  are  on  thin, 


slightly  broader  than  standard  planchets,  frequently  struck 
off-center  and  from  misaligned  dies.  H&G  die  186  (Knicker- 
bocker Currency)  bears  the  firm  name.  The  Bridgens  card 
is  probably  much  rarer  than  R-3. 

Childs  Die  Sinker,  Chicago.  Cards:  111.  150-J  and  150-K, 
both  R-2,  31  varieties.  Produced  tokens  mainly  for  Illinois, 
Wisconsin,  Michigan  and  Indiana  merchants.  Tokens  are  on 
thin  planchets,  type  face  usually  small,  overstrikes  of  letters 


on  the  die  are  frequent,  strikes  can  vary  from  very  faint 
(probably  caused  by  metal  accumulating  in  the  die)  to  very 
bold.  Head  of  Liberty  wearing  coronet  is  distinctive.  Several 
dies  (H&G  436,  437,  438,  594,  612,  etc.) have  the  firm  name 
prominently  displayed  and  are  often  muled  with  other  mer- 
chant cards.  One  of  the  most  common  die  sinker  cards. 

Eichtweis,  New  York  City  (?).  The  very  useful  table  in  the 
Fulds’  "Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens,” pp.  55  and  56,  attributes 
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four  dies  to  this  firm.  H&G  die  33,  appearing  on  the  common 
patriotic  token  43/388,  shows  the  name  plainly.  However, 
the  name  may  be  that  of  the  engraver  of  the  die  (as  is  the 
name  "Lutz”  on  some  tokens  issued  by  Lanphear),  rather 
than  of  a die  sinking  firm.  There  is  no  Eichtweis  storecard. 
Other  names  which  appear  on  tokens,  and  which  may  be 
those  of  engravers  rather  than  die  sinkers,  include  G.  Glau- 
brecht (N.  Y.  630-D,  BO  and  CC)  andB  & K (N.  Y.  630-AJ, 
appears  with  coin  press). 

Darwin  Ellis,  vicinity  of  Mishawaka,  Indiana,  later  with 
Scovill  Manufacturing  Co.,  Waterbury,  Conn.  The  Fulds  men- 
tion Ellis  in  their  table  previously  referred  to,  and  also  in 
their  article  in  the  Fall  1968  issue  of  the  CWTS  Journal.  The 
tokens  he  is  said  to  have  produced  in  Indiana  look  very  dif- 


ferent from  those  produced  in  Connecticut,  even  though  the 
same  hubs  and  nearly  identical  dies  were  used  for  both 
groups  of  tokens.  The  Indiana  tokens  have  a much  more 
crude  appearance,  and  are  seldom  found  in  conditions  better 
than  Very  Fine.  They  usually  have  only  partial  rims.  The 
lettering  — rather  blocky,  in  uneven  lines  and  punctuated 
with  all  manner  of  decorative  designs  — is  quite  different 
from  the  more  regular,  better  appearing  lettering  on  the 
Scovill  tokens.  Ellis  issued  no  card  of  his  own. 

A.  W.  Escherich,  Chicago.  Card:  Illinois  150-R,  R-4,  4 
varieties.  Produced  very  few  tokens;  it  is  easy  to  see  why,  as 
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the  workmanship  even  on  the  sinker’s  own  token  is  sloppy 
and  the  design  unappealing.  The  Escherich  card  is  probably 
much  rarer  than  R-4. 

A.  Gleason,  Hillsdale,  Mich.  Card:  Mich.  450-G,  R-4,  10 
varieties.  Did  not  produce  tokens  widely;  Fulds’  table  attrib- 
utes only  four  patriotic  dies  to  this  firm.  Tokens  greatly  re- 


semble those  of  Childs  in  style  and  workmanship;  have  some- 
what more  of  a "rough-hewn”  appearance.  The  Gleason  card 
is  probably  more  common  than  R-4;  nearly  as  often  seen  as 
t)ti6  child s card 

A.  J.  Henning,  New  York  City.  Card:  N.  Y.  630-AH,  R-4, 
5 varieties.  Produced  tokens  mainly  for  New  York  City  and 
New  York  State  customers.  The  tokens  are  on  large  flans; 
lettering  is  large;  the  type  face  used  on  the  die  sinker’s  own 
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token  is  a rather  artistic  poster-style  type.  The  Thos.  Bennett 
token,  listed  as  N.  Y.  630-E,  one  of  the  few  "interstate” 
Civil  War  cards  (the  reverse  side  advertises  the  City  Hotel 
in  Jersey  City),  bears  the  Henning  firm  name. 

J.  A.  Hughes,  Cincinnati.  Card:  Ohio  165-BZ,  R-9,  6 var- 
ieties — a tough  one  to  find,  although  fortunately  it  appears 
muled  with  other  merchants  (as  Zanone,  Ohio  165-GX,  and 
Worthington,  Ohio  175-S).  Hughes  tokens  appear  as  far  west 


as  Missouri  and  as  far  east  as  Pannsylvania.  They  are  struck 
on  fairly  thick  planchets;  designs  are  well-proportioned  and 
details  are  finely  executed.  Some  of  the  reverse  dies  strongly 
resemble  those  of  the  Lanphear  firm  of  the  same  city;  the  en- 
graver Lutz  was  apparently  employed  by  both  firms  as  his 
name  appears  on  dies  used  by  both.  There  are  many  resem- 
blances among  the  work  of  the  various  Cincinnati  die  sinkers, 
leading  one  to  suppose  that  they  might  have  worked  together 
in  a guild,  or  that  some  of  the  die  sinkers  served  appren- 
ticeships in  others’  shops. 

H.  and/or  W.  Johnston.  Cincinnati.  Cards:  Ohio  165-CF, 
R-3,  5 varieties  with  first  initial  W;  165-CE,  R-8,  2 varieties 
with  first  initial  H.  (Could  the  H be  an  error?)  Produced  to- 
kens mainly  in  Cincinnati  and  across  the  river  in  Kentucky; 
the  "North  Star”  die  (H&G  182),  which  I attribute  to  this 
firm,  allegedly  appeared  as  far  distant  as  East  Troy,  Wis., 
although  I consider  this  an  error  in  the  listing.  Tokens  are 
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on  thin,  slightly  larger-than-standard  planchets,  in  low  relief 
but  with  fine  detail.  The  W.  Johnston  card  is  fairly  easy  to 
obtain. 

Charles  Lang,  Worcester,  Mass.  Card:  Mass.  970-A,  R-4, 
2 varieties.  Lang  probably  did  not  produce  storecards  outside 
the  New  England  market;  he  is  known  to  have  made  tokens 
for  A.  W.  Gale  of  Concord,  N.  H.,  the  only  merchant  from 


that  state  to  have  issued  a Civil  War  storecard.  The  Lang 
tokens  are  well-struck  and  clean  in  appearance;  type  faces, 
both  with  and  without  serifs,  are  clear.  The  die  sinker’s  own 
card  is  quite  scarce. 

W.  K.  Lanphear,  Cincinnati.  Card:  Ohio  165-CY,  R-2, 
229  varieties!  The  Lanphear  die  sinker  tokens  are  plentiful 
and  the  varieties  many.  This  firm  was  one  of  the  biggest 
storecard  producers;  its  customers  were  located  as  far  away 
as  Minnesota  and  Kansas  in  the  west,  Tennessee  in  the  south, 
New  York  in  the  east.  The  tokens  are  smallish,  usually  well- 


struck  but  sometimes  not;  errors  (such  as  misspellings  and 
overstrikes)  are  fairly  common  in  the  Lanphear  output.  De- 
signs frequently  emphasize  embellishments  such  as  stars, 
arrowheads,  etc.  Lanphear  mules  are  fairly  common.  There 
is  evidence  that  Lanphear  worked  closely  with  both  the 
Hughes  and  the  Stanton  firms  in  Cincinnati.  (Continued)

Simon  Bailey  Paige,  a native  pf  Wentworth,  Grafton  Co., 
N.H.,  was  born  on  August  26,  1824.  His  father,  James  K. 
Paige  was  a prosperous  farmer  and  had  spent  a few  years 
of  his  early  life  as  Colonel  of  a Regiment  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Militia. 

His  mother,  Ann  Maria  Ramsay  was  a descendent  of  the 
distinguished  "Ramsay  Clan”  of  Scotland  and  also  was  a 
school  teacher  while  still  in  her  teens. 

Simon  was  brought  up  as  a farmer  under  the  guidance 
of  Christian  parents.  After  attending  a private  school  for 
several  years,  he  went  to  the  Plymouth  Academy.  After 
leaving  the  Academy,  he  went  to  Lowell,  Mass,  where  he 
worked  for  G.J.  & D.  Bradt,  extensive  bakers,  for  three 
years.  He  then  went  into  the  grocery  business  for  several 
years.  In  1852,  he  became  Deputy  Sheriff  of  Middlesex  Co. 
and  remained  there  until  1855  when  his  office  was  over- 
thrown by  the  Whig  party. 

In  1856,  Mr.  Paige  left  Mass,  and  went  to  Chicago  where 
he  joined  his  brother  John  A.  Paige,  who  was  two  years 
younger  than  he.  The  two  brothers  then  went  into  Wisconsin 
in  search  of  a promising  business  enterprise.  They  finally 
found  what  they  were  searching  for  in  Oshkosh.  They  bought 
out  the  general  merchandising  and  lumbering  business  of 
Cottrill,  Peaslee  & Johnston.  This  became  known  as  the 
firm  of  S.B.  & J.A.  Paige.  In  just  three  years,  they  were 
burned  out  by  the  great  fire  of  May,  1859,  losing  their 
entire  stock  on  which  there  was  no  insurance.  They  were 
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not  the  type  of  men  who  gave  up  easily  and  in  three  days 
after  the  fire,  they  had  leased  for  a term  of  forty  years, 
property  on  Shonaon  Street.  They  erected  on  this,  a two 
story  building  with  offices  above  a fireproof  warehouse. 

After  turning  over  to  their  creditors  all  of  their  lumber, 
logs,  land  and  other  property,  they  were  still  several  hundred 
dollars  in  debt  and  they  had  to  give  their  notes  with  interest 
for  the  balance. 

Simon  Paige  not  only  pulled  himself  and  his  firm  out  of 
debt,  but  was  also  very  active  in  the  development  of  Osh- 
kosh. He  used  his  own  money  to  bring  industry  to  the  city 
and  many  of  these  turned  out  to  be  worthless. 

In  1872,  Mr.  Paige’s  health  began  to  fail  him  and  under 
the  advice  of  his  doctor,  he  closed  his  merchandising  busi- 
ness and  traveled  to  almost  every  state  in  the  union  and 
all  through  Europe. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paige  returned  to  Oshkosh  in  1877  and 
went  into  the  lumber  business  on  an  even  bigger  scale 
than  before,  acquiring  timber  land  and  mills  in  Iowa  and 
Minnesota  as  well  as  his  large  holdings  in  Wis. 


Simon  Paige  was  strictly  a temperate  man,  using  no 
intoxicating  liquors  or  tobacco  in  any  form. 

He  married  Leafy  Cushing  Bean,  in  Lowell,  Mass.,  in 
January  of  1848.  They  never  had  any  children.  She  had 
a very  nice  disposition  and  won  the  respect  of  all  who  came 
in  contact  with  her.  They  were  never  separated  from  each 
other  for  more  than  a few  weeks  at  a time  in  their  thirty 
three  years  of  happily  married  life. 

The  most  tragic  event  in  the  life  of  Simon  Paige  occured 
at  the  Beckwith  House  at  about  4 o’clock  of  the  afternoon 
of  December  3,  1880,  while  a bell  boy  was  working  in  the 
lamp  room  under  the  main  stairs,  a kerosene  lamp  exploded 
and  set  fire  to  the  building.  Mrs.  S.B.  Paige  was  sitting  in 
her  room  entertaining  a lady  friend,  Mrs.  C.E.  Harlow. 
They  were  unconscious  of  any  danger  until  smoke  and  flames 
spread  up  the  stairs  toward  their  room.  Mrs.  Harlow  raised

the  body  of  Mrs.  Paige  was  lowered  from  the  window  by  a 
rope.  Just  as  this  scene  was  taking  place  Mr.  Paige,  her 
husband,  who  had  been  away  riding,  drove  up,  only  in  time 
to  assist  in  taking  away  the  body  of  his  dead  wife.

1862  date  of  the  first  strike  was  flattened  by  the  second 
strike.  The  1862  date  produced  by  the  second  strike  is  in- 
complete because  of  interference  from  the  raised  date  of  the 
first  strike.  This  incompleteness  is  characteristic  of  double 
strikes  and  overstrikes  where  numerals  or  letters  are  struck 
over  existing  numerals  or  letters.

The  reverse  has  a normal  (raised  in  relief)  strike  of  Fuld 
die  57B  along  with  the  incuse  obverse  of  Ohio  store  card 
165-EQ.  The  incuse  portion  of  the  57B/57B  reverse  is  the 
mirror  image  of  the  store  card  obverse  (compare  the  two 
righthand  illustrations  above). 

Fuld  57B  (H&G  400)  is  a new  die  for  the  patriotic  series. 
The  only  Indian  Heads  with  an  1862  date  are  57,  57A  and 
57B.  Their  differences  will  be  explained  later  when  die-a-grams 
are  published  for  the  Indian  Heads  of  the  patriotic  series. 

Die-a-gram.  Fuld  dies  219-226  depicting  the  slogan,  "The 
Federal  Union,  It  must  and  shall  be  preserved,”  are  identi- 
fied in  Die-a-gram  No.  P-5  on  pages  4 and  5.  Fuld  numbers 
219-226  are  listed  as  obverse  dies  only;  a check  of  Helen 
Moore’s  "Reverse  Cross  Reference  Inde^,  of  Patriotic  Civil 
War  Tokens,”  did  not  reveal  any  reverse  listings. 

The  number  of  varieties  given  below  each  illustration  in 
the  die-a-gram  agrees  with  the  number  listed  in  Fuld’s  3rd 
edition  of  "Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens”  except  for  dies  222 
and  225.  Fuld  222  includes  the  new  variety,  222/325  C R9 
1078A  (Larger  flan,  19.6  mm),  which  was  reported  in  this 
column  (Spring  1970  Issue  of  CWTS  Journal).  Fuld  225  in- 
cludes Joe  Levine’s  new  incuse  variety  (See  New  Varieties 
above).

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civil  war  die  sinkers 
and  their  cards 

by  David  D.  Gladfelter 

Since  the  publication  of  the  first  part  of  this  article  in  the 
Summer  1970  issue  of  the  CWTS  Journal,  I have  had  the 
opportunity  to  visit  the  New  York  and  Philadelphia  Public 
Libraries  to  consult  the  city  directories  of  those  cities  for 
the  Civil  War  years.  I was  thus  able  to  verify  that  seven 
of  the  eight  New  York  City  die  sinkers  mentioned  in  these 
articles,  and  all  three  of  the  Philadelphia  sinkers,  were  in 
business  during  the  Civil  War  years,  and  to  obtain  their 
business  and  home  addresses.  I was  unable  to  discover 
anything  about  the  B & K firm  whose  initials  appear  on  the 
reverse  of  N.  Y.  630-AJ,  however,  leading  me  to  assume  that 
the  firm  was  located  outside  of  New  York  City. 

On  the  basis  of  information  in  the  New  York  City  director- 
ies, I would  like  to  correct  an  error  in  the  last  article.  The 
name  "Eichtweis”  should  be  "Leichtweis”  on  H&G  die  33, 
as  a strong  magnifying  glass  will  show.  Louis  Leichtweis  is 
listed  in  the  directories  as  a die  sinker  at  19  Chrystie  St. 

F.  C.  Key,  Philadelphia.  A card  was  issued  by  this  firm 
about  1860  and  is  rare;  not  included  in  Civil  War  series. 
The  firm  name  appears  on  H&G  die  80,  but  since  it  is  on  the 
Indian’s  headband  and  easily  worn  off,  it  seldom  can  be  seen 
on  specimens  grading  below  EF.  I have  only  been  able  to 
locate  this  die  on  the  Stoner  & Shroyer  card,  Ohio  5-A, 
which  is  fortunately  common,  and  also  on  a group  of  exces- 
sively rare  patriotics.  Fulds’  table  attributes  19  patriotic  dies 
to  this  firm,  all  of  which  are  rare.  The  city  directory  lists  Key 
in  partnership  with  his  son,  William  H.,  at  329  Arch  Street. 


P.H.  Jacobus,  Philadelphia.  Issued  no  card  of  his  own,  but 
his  name  appears  on  H&G  die  585,  which  is  muled  with  the 
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common  Ladner  token,  Pa.  750-M.  The  city  directory  lists 
this  die  sinker  in  partnership  with  John  J.  Schell  at  40  S. 
3rd  Street,  about  two  blocks  from  historic  Independence  Hall. 
The  Ladner  token  is  well  struck,  on  a thin  but  wide  (21mm) 
planchet.  The  graceful  Roman  lettering  is  arranged  evenly 
in  well-spaced  lines,  and  the  pictorial  designs  are  as  well 
proportioned  and  finely  detailed  as  the  work  of  any  Civil 
War  die  sinker. 


Robert  Lovett,  Philadelphia.  Card  is  dated  1860;  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Civil  War  series.  However,  some  of  his  tokens 
are,  such  as  the  Zahm  token  (Pa.  525-A).  Planchets  are  thick, 
strikes  bold,  details  fine.  The  Fulds  list  Lovett  as  the  pro- 
ducer of  five  patriotic  dies,  including  those  of  a pro-Lincoln- 
Johnson  political  token;  however,  Lovett  is  probably  best 
known  as  the  producer  of  the  Confederate  Cents. 


Jos.  H.  Merriam,  Boston.  Cards:  Mass.  115-D  and  115-E, 
R-8  and  R-5  respectively,  1 1 varieties  — including  the  popular 
"Good  for  aScent”  (H&G  503).  Most  Merriam  tokens  were  for 
Boston  merchants,  but  this  firm  also  produced  the  only  CWT 
of  Virginia,  that  of  Pfeiffer  & Co.  of  Norfolk.  Planchets  are 
thick,  rims  heavy,  details  fine.  The  Merriam  token,  as  well  as 
those  of  the  merchants  the  firm  produced  for,  is  difficult  to 
find.

Mossin  & Marr,  Milwaukee.  Card:  Wis.  510-AD,  R-4,  1 
variety.  Produced  virtually  all  of  Milwaukee’s  Civil  War  store- 
cards, as  well  as  most  of  Wisconsin’s  and  a few  in  Minnesota, 
and  Illinois.  George  Hetrich  thought  that  Chas.  Kleinsteuber 
of  Milwaukee  (Wis.  510-V)  produced  this  output,  but  it  now 
appears  that  this  assumption  is  erroneous  as  the  name 


"Marr”  is  on  the  Kleinsteuber  storecard  and  on  many  others 
as  well.  Tokens  are  on  thick,  somewhat  broad  planchets,  with 
pronounced  denticles  and  high-relief  striking;  edges  are  us- 
ually plain  but  occasionally  crudely  reeded.  Workmanship  is 
excellent.  Vignette  designs  of  portraits,  beer  kegs,  horses, 
beehives,  etc.,  make  this  an  interesting  series  to  collect. 

James  Murdock,  Jr.;  Murdock  & Spencer;  John  Stanton; 
Cincinnati.  Apparently  these  all  describe  the  same  firm  op- 
eration at  various  points  in  its  business  history,  as  three 
different  storecards  were  issued  under  the  above  names  for 
a die  sinker  firm  at  139  W.  5th  St.,  Cincinnati.  Cards:  Ohio 
165-DY  (R-8),  DZ  (R-7)  and  FX  (R-5),  total  varieties:  58. 
Produced  a great  quantity  of  storecards  for  firms  in  Ohio, 
Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Kentucky,  Pennsylvania  and  a 
few  other  states  besides.  Most  familiar  of  its  designs  is  the 
Indian  head  (H&G  416,  417,  418,  419,  420  and  others).  Its 
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tokens  are  tiny  and  on  thin  planchets;  lettering  is  very  tiny; 
edges  come  both  reeded  and  plain. 

The  Rhode  Island  Sinker.  This  unknown  engraver,  who 
produced  nearly  all  of  the  Rhode  Island  Civil  War  tokens 
except  for  possibly  the  Pohle  card,  had  one  of  the  most 
distinctive  styles  of  the  period.  The  tokens  are  easily  re- 
cognizable by  their  wafer-thin  planchets,  elegant  lettering 
(the  only  CWT’S  that  have  lower-case  lettering),  ornate 
bordering  and  bold  relief  strike.  For  reasons  unkown,  this  die 
sinker  also  issued  a very  complicated  series  of  intermulings, 


involving  not  only  Civil  War  dies  but  those  from  many  years 
earlier,  including  a Hard  Times  token  die  dated  1837  and 
the  central  portion  of  a Henry  Clay  political  token  issued  in 
1844.  Some  of  the  dies  issued  by  this  sinker  appear  to  have 
been  hand-engraved  rather  than  punched,  as  there  are 
subtle  differences  in  the  shape  of  the  letters.  Other  tokens 
attributed  to  this  sinker  include  Mass.'  260-A,  the  two  Wil- 
limantic,  Conn.,  store  cards,  and  a number  of  very  rare 
patriotics. 

Roloff,  Sigel  and  Horter,  New  York  City.  The  Fulds  des- 
cribe these  individuals  as  possibly  having  operated  a single 
firm  in  New  York  City  and  having  turned  out  a deluge  of 
storecards  and  patriotics.  The  evidence  points  to  a single

firm,  since  dies  signed  by  the  three  individuals  appear  on 
the  tokens  of  individual  merchants  (Hyenlein  and  Lane,  N.Y. 
630- AL  and  AP,  for  example).  The  firm  may  have  been  at 
177  William  St.  H&G  die  87  is  inscribed,  in  letters  so  small 
one  must  use  a 40-power  microscope  to  decipher  them,  as 
follows:  "E.  Sigel  177  Willi  N.  Y.”  Nothing  definite  is  yet 
known  about  the  firm,  and  the  styles  of  the  various  tokens 
attributed  to  it  by  the  Fulds  are  so  diverse  as  to  virtually 
defy  analysis.  They  come  in  planchets  of  all  sizes  and  thick- 
nesses. Attribution  of  the  tokens  produced  by  this  firm  re- 
mains a major  research  job  for  Civil  War  token  numismatists. 
No  storecard  was  known  to  have  been  issued  by  the  firm,  but 


the  following  tokens  bear  the  individual  names:  N.  Y.  630-Q, 
630-AQ  and  others  (L.  Roloff);  N.  Y.  630-U  (Emil  Sigel); 
N.  Y.  630-BR  (Horter).  These  names  and  the  initials  L.  R., 
E.  S.,  and  C.  D.  H.  appear  on  numerous  tokens. 

Jos.  J.  Sayre,  Cincinnati.  Card:  Ohio  165-FE,  R-9,  2 va- 
rieties— the  rarest  of  all  the  die  sinker  cards.  The  Sayre  card 
has  been  found  muled  with  that  of  another  merchant,  B.  Pan- 
zer, although  that  card  is  also  very  rare.  Thus  far  I have  lo- 
cated no  other  storecards  attributable  to  this  little-known 
firm.  The  Sayre-Panzer  mule  is  weakly  struck  on  a very  thin 
planchet.  Hopefully  more  study  will  turn  up  additional  ma- 
terial on  this  firm. 
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Scovill  Manufacturing  Co.,  Waterbury,  Conn.  Card  is  dated 
1837;  of  Hard  Times  series  (Low  #130).  The  firm,  which  is 
still  in  business,  struck  Civil  War  storecard  and  patriotic  to- 
kens for  merchants  throughout  the  eastern  states  and  as  far 
west  as  Illinois.  Tokens  are  characterized  by  sharply  raised, 


squared-off  rims,  beaded  borders,  frequent  appearance  of 
circles  within  the  token  design  setting  off  an  outer  border  de- 
sign from  that  within  (as  in  the  A.  W.  Wallace  token,  Conn. 
35-B).  The  fleur-de-lis  appears  frequently  as  design  ornamen- 
tation. Tokens  often  appear  to  be  made  of  a brassy  compo- 
sition. For  further  details  on  this  firm,  see  the  articles  by 
Melvin  Fuld  in  the  Fall  and  Winter  1968  and  Spring  1969 
issues  of  the  CWTS  Journal. 

B.  F.  True,  Cincinnati.  Issued  no  firm  card;  but  produced 
the  "Wealth  of  the  South”  series  and  four  scarce  Tennessee 
merchants:  Tenn.  600-A,  B,  E and  F.  Reverse  designs  dated 
1860.  The  only  known  anti-Union  storecards. 


Much  work  remains  to  be  done  in  the  attribution  of  store- 
cards to  particular  die  sinker  firms.  The  complete  job  seems 
impossible  on  its  face,  but  many  cards,  if  not  most,  are 
probably  attributable  with  reasonable  certainty.  Through 
acquisition  and  study  of  die  sinker  cards,  it  is  likely  that 
Civil  War  numismatists  will  contribute  new  information  to 
the  task  which  the  Fulds  have  already  carried  quite  far. 
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AttGtlOIl  Notes  by  Robert  R.  Hailey 

One  of  the  most  interesting,  but  generally  overlooked,  facets 
of  Civil  War  Token  collecting  is  the  die-cutting  error.  Two  of 
the  most  wanted  coins  are  the  1942  over  1941  dime  and  the 
1955  double  die,  which  are  of  this  type,  exist  by  the  thou- 
sands, and  command  tremendous  prices.  In  the  CWT  field 
there  are  many,  many  tokens  with  die  cutting  errors.  Most  of 
these  are  obtainable  at  very  reasonable  prices  and  a display 
of  these  makes  a first-class  attraction. 

The  collector  of  these  error  tokens  has  a problem  in  that 
Hetrich  and  Guttag  generally  listed  the  token  as  what  it 
was  supposed  to  say,  not  what  it  said.  However,  I have 
noticed  that  many  of  the  auction  lists  now  mention  some  of 
these  errors  that  the  auctioneer  has  observed  when  cata- 
loging the  token. 

No  doubt  the  most  well  known  CWT  error  is  the  SPOOT 
die,  F414,  and  probably  the  next  best  known  is  the  BY  die, 
F223.  The  Patriotic  series  also  contains  F429  in  which 
NECESSITY  is  misspelled  NECESITY,  but  how  many  col- 
lectors have  noticed  this? 

In  the  Store  Card  field,  the  error  tokens  are  fairly  plentiful. 
Towns  have  misspelled  names,  such  as  LIGONIR  and  BING- 
HAMPTON.  The  merchant’s  name  will  be  spelled  two  different 
ways,  such  as  ELWOOD  and  ELLWOOD,  or  DALZELL  and 
DALZZEL.  You  will  find  CIGAR  spelled  SEGAR,  and  many 
letters  backward,  not  only  the  S and  N which  children  com- 
monly write  backward,  but  even  a backward  D.  You  will 
find  written  "stuttering”,  such  as  IMPORORTER  for  IM- 
PORTER, and  dropped  letters  such  as  in  FURNISING  and 
SPINGFIELD.  Look  your  tokens  over  very  carefully! 

In  the  past  few  months  many  hard  to  get  tokens  have 
shown  up  in  auctions.  For  example,  not  one,  but  two,  Ala- 
bama CWT  have  been  on  the  block.  The  only  other  Ala- 
bama I can  recall  at  auction  was  back  in  1964.  There  have 
also  been  many  rare  towns,  rare  merchants,  and  rare  dies 
galore,  generally  at  pretty  good  prices,  but  hndreds  of  CWT, 
including  many  error  tokens,  have  sold  for  bargain  prices 
and  enriched  many  collections. 

Now  for  some  recent  prices  and  comments:

This  may  not  be  the  highest  price  ever  bid  on 
a CWT,  but  it  does  indicate  the  demand  for  the 
really  rare  States.

This  Patriotic  has  several  things  going  for  it! 
it’s  copper  nickel,  it’s  an  extremely  rare  die 
(the  134  Redeemed),  and  it’s  a Lincoln.  This 
die  is  not  easy  to  find  on  either  a Patriotic  or 
a Store  Card. 

Ohio  9750  27.00  Levine  12-23-70 

1 believe  this  Wooster  token  with  its  extremely 
rare  die,  HO  557,  to  be  rarer  than  an  R7. 

Minn.  760R  41.50  Hoch  3-15-70 

Minnesota  tokens  are  scarce.  This  one  has  die 
HO  520,  the  rare  sewing  machine  die. 

Wise.  460A  29.50  Hoch  3-15-70 

This  scarce  town,  Mayfield,  is  even  much  more 
attractive  when  in  uncirculated  White-metal. 

Ohio  1 70B  17.00  Trobaugh  4-21-70 

Only  Clarksburg  has  tokens  dated  1873,  a die 
cutting  error  on  HO  die  669. 

Kent.  51 0A  32.50  Trobaugh  4-2 1-70 

This  Louisville  CWT  was  in  brass  and  uncir- 
culated. A hard  town  to  get. 

Mich.  40A  37.75  Hoch  4-1-70 

Struck  over  a copper-nickel  cent,  this  token 
also  has  a hard  to  get  die,  HO  541. 

Pa.  750LJ  31.50  CWTS  1-7-70 

This  CWT  may  be  only  an  R7,  but  if  so  is 
certainly  elusive. 

Ohio  850B  3.75  Trobaugh  6-15-70 

This  Tiffin  token  comes  with  two  spellings  of 
the  merchant’s  name.  This  one,  spelled  SOU- 
DER,  is  the  correct  spelling,  and  the  hardest 
to  find. 

Iowa  930 A 155.00  Levine  4-27-70 

These  Iowa  tokens  are  really  in  demand!  This 
one  is  the  hardest  Iowa  town  to  obtain,  and 
was  in  Zinc. 

Minn.  680A  81.50  Levine  4-27-70 

A very  difficult  town,  Red  Wing,  it  may  be  quite 
awhile  before  another  shows  up  in  auction. 

Tenn.  690A  125.50  Levine  4-27-70 

This  Nashville  token  is  extremely  rare.  1 have 
never  seen  one,  nor  do  I know  what  a Gold 
Pen  Depot  is,  but  it’s  something  that  the  pur- 
chaser can  research. 


Exhibiting  Your  Store  Cards 

by  John  W.  Canfield 

The  Civil  War  Token  collector  in  setting  up  an  exhibit 
has  many  advantages  over  competitors  using  other  materials. 
He  can  find  more  information  behind  any  piece  in  his  col- 
lection than  there  is  in  a whole  set  of  Lincolns,  Jeffersons  or 
Mercuries,  etc.  The  human  interest  angle  can  be  enhanced 
by  using  only  store  cards  issued  in  your  area  or  perhaps 
from  adjacent  counties.  The  variations  in  sizes,  in  coppers 
and  off  metals,  in  designs  and  messages  certainly  is  more 
interesting  than  a monotonous  coin  set  where  the  only 
variation  is  in  the  date.  The  subject,  or  theme  of  the  exhibit 
must  be  determined  by  completeness,  condition  and  variety 
of  material  that  pertains  Co  it.  The  individual  must  decide 
as  to  the  best  use  of  the  store  cards  he  has  on  hand. 

Every  exhibitor  should  understand  the  rules  of  judging 
and  plan  his  exhibit  to  show  his  materials  in  the  most 
advantageous  manner.  He  should  have  a thorough  aquaint- 
ance  with  the  point  score  system  under  which  the  judging 
decisions  will  be  made.  The  following  A.N.A.  point  score 
system  in  effect  at  the  present  time  was  adopted  in  1964 
and  is  used  at  most  exhibits. 

A.N.A.  Point  Score  System 

EXHIBIT  ASPECT  MAXIMUM  POINTS 

1.  NUMISMATIC  INFORMATION  35 

(Measured  in  terms  of  education  value  to  the  viewer) 

2.  ARRANGEMENT  AND  ORIGINALITY  30 

(Manner  of  presentation,  neatness  and  eye  appeal) 

3.  COMPLETENESS  ‘ 15 

(Range,  scope,  and  variety  of  coverage  shown  by  the 
exhibit) 

4.  CONDITION  10 

(Quality  of  exhibited  material  compared  to  highest  known ) 

5.  RARITY  10 

(Considering  condition  of  exhibited  material) 

A second  set  of  rules  that  is  of  equal  interest  to  the 
exhibitor  is  one  that  is  issued  by  the  club  or  organization 
sponsoring  the  show.  This  one  gives  information  as  to  the 
various  categories  open  and  the  awards  to  be  given  out  to 
winners.  It  also  informs  prospective  entrants  as  to  where 
and  when  display  cases  may  be  obtained  and  of  the  number 
of  displays  the  individual  may  present.  This  list  is  usually 
made  up  by  the  exhibits  chairman  and  it  is  always  a good 
idea  for  the  exhibitor  to  contact  him  for  further  advice  as  to 
subject  matter,  size  of  cases,  or  any  special  rules  as  to  the 
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use  of  attention  compelling  devices  around  the  cases. 

Now  that  you  are  acquainted  with  the  scoring  rules  and 
exhibit  rules  it  is  time  for  you  to  decide  the  area  of  the 
issues  of  Civil  War  store  cards  you  want  to  cover.  The 
geographic  area  with  which  most  of  the  viewers  are  familiar 
seems  to  be  most  logical  and  in  all  probability  is  the  one 
in  which  the  exhibitor  resides.  It  is  also,  for  sentimental 
reasons,  of  course,  the  area  in  which  you  are  covered  by 
the  best  part  of  your  collection.  If  you  are  attracted  to  local 
issues,  your  neighbors  will  be  attracted  also  — and  that  is 
a big  help  toward  a successful  display. 

As  the  educational  value  of  your  display  can  bring  you 
35  points  emphasize  that  feature.  Look  up  history  of  your 
town  in  the  library.  If  copies  of  the  local  newspaper  for  the 
Civil  War  period  are  available  dig  into  them.  Snap  a few 
photos  of  old  buildings  where  merchant  issuers  of  store 
cards  were  located.  How  many  streets,  parks  or  buildings 
bear  the  names  of  the  merchants.  You  will  be  surprised  at 
the  amount  of  information  you  can  gather.  It's  all  very 
interesting  and  goes  a long  way  towards  helping  you  wii  . 

The  second  highest  point  winner  is  arrangement  and  origi- 
nality, 30  points.  After  you  get  the  display  case  size  from 
the  exhibit's  chairman  cut  a sheet  of  plain  paper  to  that 
size  and  lay  out  your  store  cards  on  it.  The  most  simple 
and  probably  the  most  effective  pattern  is  the  balanced 
layout.  Use  an  imaginary  line  down  the  center  and  work 
on  both  sides  to  form  two  patterns  as  near  alike  as  possible. 
Place  photos  as  near  the  same  size  as  you  can  get  them 
and  explanation  cards  also  to  balance  on  either  side  of  your 
line.  Use  some  colored  background,  either  cover  paper  or 
cloth  to  dress  up  your  display.  Always  keep  it  in  good  taste. 

Now  you  have  35  points  more  to  shoot  at.  Completeness, 
condition  and  rarity  account  for  15,  10,  10  points  respectively. 
Here  it’s  up  to  you  to  do  the  best  with  what  you’ve  got  and 
you  can  rest  assured  that  there  are  not  too  many  store 
cards  in  your  area  to  compete  against. 

While  there  are  many  advantages  for  the  store  card  in 
competition  with  other  coins  there  is  also  one  big  disad- 
vantage. That  disadvantage  is  brought  about  by  lack  of 
knowledge  of  store  cards  and  the  part  they  played  in  the 
history  of  numismatics  during  the  Civil  War  period.  Many 
coin  collectors,  dealers  and  even  judges  are  so  ignorant 
of  them  that  they  are  unable  to  recognize  the  difference 
between  a store  card  and  a patriotic.  So  the  educational 
part  of  your  display  is  doubly  important.  You  must  know 
all  the  history  of  your  exhibit  and  be  able  to  plant  the 
knowledge  in  the  mind  of  viewers  and  judges  alike.

The  City  Brewery  Civil  War  token  has  always  been  shrouded  with 
somewhat  of  a mysterious  haze  since  it’s  initial  listing  by  Hetrich 
and  Guttag  some  46  years  ago.  It’s  questionable  character  comes 
about  from  the  absence  of  a city  name  on  the  piece. 

H & G in  their  1924  catalog  Qivil  War  Tokens  and  Tradesmen’s 
Store  Cards  list  this  token  as:  City  Brewery  /Mnfr.  / of/ Lager  /Beer/ 
Stock/'&  cream/ale,  and  being  issued  in  Chicago.  It  carries  the 
popular  die  25  and  assigned  to  it  is  number  2197.  Fuld  catalogs 
the  piece  as  150-L,  with  (possibly  from  Milwaukee).  Upon  checking 

Chicago  City  Directories  for  the  Civil  War  years  one  finds  that  no 
such  brewery  existed  under  the  "City  Brewery”  name  during  that 
period.  City  directories  are  by  no  means  infallible.  However,  I 
believe  we  can  correctly  assume  that  the  brewery  did  not  operate 
at  the  time  the  token  in  question  was  struck. 

Hetrich  and  Guttag  also  lists  this  same  piece  as  being  from  Mil- 
waukee, giving  it  number  10112.  The  latter  seems  to  be  the  most 
logical  choice  of  the  two  as  Valentine  Blatz’s  City  Brewery  was  in 
business  at  the  time  and  did  issue  storecards  with  his  name  on 
them.  The  reverse  inscription  on  his  cards  reads:  City  Brewery/ &/ 
Malt  house/ 1863/ Milwaukee,  an  entirely  different  advertisement 
than  appears  on  the  H & G 10112.  We  should  mention  that  Mossin 
and  Marr  struck  the  V.  Blatz  card,  while  Childs  Manufacturing  of 
Chicago  is  credited  with  striking  the  10112  City  Brewery  token. 

The  entire  matter  becomes  even  more  complicated  when  we 
introduce  a third  party,  namely  C.  Kusterer  of  Grand  Rapids,  Mich- 
igan. C.  Kusterer  is  listed  by  George  and  Melvin  Fuld  in  their  book 
A Guide  To  Civil.  War  Store  Card  Tokens  as  Michigan  370-F.  H & G 
assigned  numbers  4270  and  4271  to  this  merchant.  4270  has  the 
following  reverse  inscription:  City  Brewery / Mnfr. /of/ lager  beer/ 
stock/&  cream/ale.  We  now  have  a total  of  three  different  possible 
homes  for  this  vagabound  Civil  War  token. 

Upon  comparing  the  reverse  die  of  H & G 4270  with  obverse 
dies  of  H & G 10112  and  2197  we  find  that  they  are  identical  (see 
photos)  With  the  information  we  have,  I feel  we  can  safely  say 
that  Michigan  370-F  has  a new  variety,  and  Illinois  150-L  and 
Wisconsin  510-G  cease  to  exist.

I have  for  some  time  suspected  that  the  C.L.R.  initials 
represented  the  full  name  of  the  New  York  City  engraver, 
Louis  Roloff;  but  have  yet  to  locate  the  reference  which  would 
prove  this  point.  His  name  is  listed  as  Louis  Roloff  in  the  New 
York  City  Directories  1852-60  plus.  The  lack  of  any  reference 
to  a middle  initial  could  indicate  that  he  found  it  practical 
from  a business  standpoint  to  use  his  middle  name  rather 
than  the  first.  I’m  sure  this  could  happen  as  the  name  Robert 
is  listed  as  the  middle  name  on  my  birth  record. 

In  the  Lincoln  listing  by  Robert  P.  King,  we  find  under 
K217  (Fuld  127/428)  the  notation,  "Roeloff’s.”  Unfortunately 
King  does  not  indicate  why  he  made  this  comment  in  re- 
spect to  this  particular  die  combination. 

One  also  gets  the  impression  from  the  listing  of  the  C.L.R. 
die  combinations  under  the  New  York  City  section  in  the 
early  listing  of  "Copperheads,”  by  Edward  Groh  which  ap- 
pears in  various  issues  of  the  1866-69  American  Journal 
of  Numismatics  that  they  should  be  listed  as  Store  Cards 
rather  than  Patriotic.  While  this  point  still  remains  to  be 
proven,  we  can  be  certain  that  the  following  varieties  listed 
by  Groh  were  struck  in  New  York  City:

As  several  of  the  reverse  dies  in  this  group  were  restruck 
and  muled  in  Philadelphia  around  1870,  the  Groh  reference 
serves  as  a valuable  tool  in  determining  just  what  varieties 
were  struck  in  Philadelphia.  Edward  Groh  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  American  Num.  and  Arch.  Society,  and  its 
curator  for  many  years.  In  the  May  17,  1905  sale  of  Part  One 
of  the  Groh  collection,  Lyman  H.  Low  supplies  us  with  the 
following  information: 

"Mr.  Groh  made  the  series  of  War  Tokens  his  special 
hobby,  and  to  his  credit  must  be  accorded  the  forming  of 
the  largest  collection  of  these  mementoes  — pieces  of  nec- 
essity, to  fill  the  want  of  small  change — of  the  War  of  the 
Rebellion,  1861-65,  numbering  above  5,000,  which  he  pre- 
sented to  the  American  Numismatic  and  Archaeological 
Society,  some  few  years  ago.  The  greater  portion  of  those 
in  metals  other  than  copper  and  brass  were  struck  at  his 
instigation,  yet  during  the  period  of  their  circulation,  which 
was  officially  prohibited  about  1868.  Collectors  of  this  fas- 
cinating, and  now  inexpensive  series,  here  have  an  ex- 
ceptional opportunity  to  enlarge  their  cabinets.” 


While  I’m  certain  that  there  are  a good  many  collectors 
like  myself  that  lack  specimens  struck  with  the  C.  R.  L.  die, 
the  same  is  not  true  of  the  reverse  dies  struck  in  combina- 
tion with  this  die.  From  this  standpoint,  1 consider  it  worth- 
while to  at  least  present  some  of  my  views  on  the  fascina- 
ting Fuld  die  428.  Just  as  indicated  by  Jack  R.  Detwiler  in

It’s  time  to  go  on  the  firing  line  once  again  and  send  a 
few  friendly  cannon  balls  your  way.  A withdrawal  to  the 
armchair  is  recommended  before  doing  battle  with  the 
following: 

1)  Deletion  of  bronze  listings. 

2)  Summary  of  all  previously  reported  new  varieties. 

3)  Three  new  listings  are  illustrated  and  attributed. 

4)  Importance  of  using  3rd  revised  edition  of  "Patriotic 
Civil  War  Tokens.” 

5)  Die-a-gram  of  the  Capped  Liberty  Head  group. 

Deletion  of  Bronze  Listings.  George  and  Melvin  Fuld  have 
made  a wise  decision  to  eliminate  all  bronze  listings  in  the 
next  (fourth)  edition  of  "Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens.”  The 
reason  is  simple;  it  is  impossible  to  distinguish  bronze  from 
copper  tokens  since  the  Civil  War  token  die  sinkers  had  no 
standards  of  composition,  weight  or  size  of  their  tokens. 
(Now  would  be  a good  time  to  go  back  and  reread  Melvin 
Fuld’s  article,  "Composition  of  Civil  War  Tokens,”  in  V1N2 
of  the  CWTS  Journal.) 

There  are  only  six  bronze  listings  which  are  deleted  by 
this  decision:  1)  206/320  Bronze  (BZ)  R3,  2)  210/408  BZ 
R2,  3)  210/415  BZ  R3,  4)  210/416  BZ  R3,  5)  214/416  BZ 
R3  and  6)  217/479  BZ  R7.  This  means  bronze  pieces  are 
officially  classified  as  copper  varieties.  The  marriage  of  the 
bronze  and  copper  varieties  may  require  an  adjustment  of 
the  rarities  of  the  combined  listings.  For  example,  217/479 
C R7  may  become  an  R6  when  the  bronze  varieties  are 
added  to  the  total.

The  strong  overstrike  of  209/414  has  almost  eliminated  the 
identifying  features  of  the  understrike,  the  NY  10-F  store 
card.  "BANY”  of  ALBANY  can  be  seen  on  the  lower  right- 
hand  corner  of  the  flag  (209).  The  indentation  between  the 
body  and  head  of  the  elephant  can  be  seen  above  the  "X” 
of  DIX  (414).  The  faint  outline  of  the  head  and  trunk  can 
be  seen  on  the  token  but  not  in  the  photograph. 

Third  Revised  Edition.  Whitman  Publishing  Company  printed 
Fulds’  Third  Revised  Edition  of  "Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens” 
in  1965.  Unfortunately,  most  coin  dealers  throughout  the 
country  had  two  or  more  copies  of  the  1960  second  edition 
on  their  book  shelves  when  the  third  edition  became  avail- 
able. Even  today  many  dealers  knowingly  or  unknowingly 
try  to  sell  you  the  outdated  second  edition.  If  you  are  plan- 
ning to  buy  a copy  of  this  catalog,  be  sure  to  check  page  2 
for  the  date  (1965)  and  the  edition  (Third  Revised). 

There  are  new  listings  and  dies  in  the  3rd  edition  that 
didn’t  appear  in  the  earlier  printing. 

Die-a-gram.  The  variations  in  Fuld  dies  41-42  and  44-48 
are  presented  in  Die-a-gram  P-4  on  pages  4 and  5.  These 
dies  appear  to  be  imitations  of  the  obverse  designs  for  the 
U.S.  gold  coins  (quarter  eagles,  half  eagles,  and  eagles)  of 
1795-1807  (see  illustration  of  1796  quarter  eagle  at  left). 

Note  the  LIBERTY  at  the  top,  the  stars 
around  the  sides,  the  capped  bust  of  liberty  in 
the  center,  and  the  date  at  the  bottom.  Com- 
pare this  design  with  patriotic  dies  44-47  and 
see  the  striking  similarities.

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GOOD  ATTENDANCE  AT  ST.  LOUIS  MEETING 


The  second  annual  meeting  of  the  Civil  War  Token  Society  was 
held  August  21,  1970,  in  conjuction  with  the  ANA  convention,  at 
the  Chase  Park  Plaza,  St.  Louis. 

There  were  17  members  and  guests  present. 

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Herman  Aqua  at 
1:05  P.M.  in  the  Embassy  Room.  Minutes  of  the  first  annual  (1969, 
Philadelphia)  meeting  were  read  by  Doug  Watson  in  the  absence  of 
Secretary  Chris  Mackel.  The  minutes  were  approved  as  read. 

President  Aqua  read  the  treasurers  report  submitted  by  Benj. 
Fauver.  Joe  Levine  made  a motion  that  the  report  be  approved  as 
read,  John  Canfield  seconded  the  motion,  motion  passed. 

Attorney  Joe  Levine  reported  on  our  non-profit  organization  status 
— the  application  has  been  applied  for  and  should  be  accepted  in 
the  near  future. 

A report  on  the  new  Fuld  catalog  was  given  by  Doug  Watson  — 
Doug  is  handling  the  production  of  the  book  — stating  that  the  cat- 
alog should  be  available  to  collectors  by  May  1,  1971. 

Jack  Detwiler  was  commended  by  the  Society  for  his  fine  job  as 
our  auction  chairman.  A question  concerning  the  auction  was 
brought  up,  that  being,  7 Is  it  worthwhile  to  run  tokens  of  R1  to  R3 
in  our  auction.”  Joe  Levine  thought  it  would  be  a good  idea  as  the 
response  in  his  latest  auctions  indicate  the  collectors  are  bidding 
on  the  so-called  common  tokens.  However,  in  order  to  make  this  a 
profitable  venture  for  the  Society  it  was  suggested  that  donations 
of  the  lower  rarities  be  accepted. 

Jack  Dewiler  suggested  the  Society  look  into  the  possiblity  of  hav- 
ing an  x-ray  analysis  available  to  its  members  for  the  determing  of 
metal  content  of  questionable  tokens.  President  Aqua  appointed 
Jack  as  committee  chairman  and  Frank  Mantei  as  vice-chairman. 

It  was  suggested  that  an  inventory  of  all  rare  tokens  be  kept  on 
file  in  order  to  better  attribute  an  accurate  rarity  rating,  and  also 
to  discourage  theft.  Ben  Odesser  recommended  that  the  listing  be 
limited  to  the  R8,  R9,  and  RIO  pieces.  Joe  Levine  felt  that  photo- 
graphs of  each  token  would  also  have  to  be  kept  on  file.  A show  of 
hands  proved  the  membership  present  were  in  favor  of  such  an 
idea,  and  should  be  taken  under  further  consideration. 

The  election  of  the  new  officers  was  announced,  with  the  following 
members  to  hold  office:  President,  Chris  Mackel;  Vice-president, 
Robert  Hailey;  Secretary,  Gail  Levine;  Treasurer,  Benj.  Fauver; 
Board-of-Governors:  John  Canfield,  Jack  Detwiler,  George  Fuld, 
Melvin  Fuld.  Robert  Lindesmith  made  motion  the  officers  be  ac- 
cepted, John  Canfield  seconded  the  motion,  motion  passed. 

A by-laws  change  was  requested  by  President  Aqua,  that  being 
Article  3 — Section  6 to  read:  (Last  line)  All  officers  and  board 
members  may  be  re-elected  except  the  president.  The  recommend- 
ation was  approved  by  the  board-of-governors. 

Joe  Levine  made  a motion  that  retiring  President  Herman  Aqua 
be  given  a hand  for  the  fine  job  he  did  for  the  Cociety  during  presi- 
dency. 

Doug  Watson  made  a motion  the  meeting  be  adjourned,  Bill  Mas- 
sey seconded  the  motion,  meeting  adjourned. 
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Seth  Smith  & Son

Among  the  rarest  Civil  War  store  cards  of  Michigan  is  that 
of  Seth  Smith  & Son,  of  Detroit.  Seth  Smith  was  born  near 
Springfield,  Mass.,  in  1819,  and  first  came  to  Michigan  on  a 
prospecting  trip  in  1841.  He  returned  to  his  home  in  a few 
years,  but  in  1855  again  returned  to  Michigan  and  in  1856 
came  to  Detroit  and  entered  the  grocery  business  at  390 
Grand  River  Street  (between  6th  and  7th  Streets). 

The  earlier  city  directories  show  him  as  being  alone  in 
business  but  the  1863-64  directory  (published  in  1863)  shows 
the  business  name  to  be  Seth  Smith  & Son,  composed  of 
Seth  Smith  and  his  son  Daniel.  Daniel  Smith  had  previously 
been  listed  as  a daguerrean  artist  at  another  address.  Ap- 
parently the  partnership  did  not  last  as  nextyear  Seth  Smith 
is  again  listed  as  being  alone  in  the  business  and  no  mention 
is  made  in  the  directory  of  Daniel  Smith.  The  1865-66  di- 
rectory (published  in  1865)  list  a John  Kelly,  grocer,  at 
390  Grand  River. 

The  Seth  Smith  & Son  store  card  is  22  m.m.  in  diameter, 
is  copper,  and  has  a plain  edge.  It  is  rather  poorly  struck 
and  is  very  interesting  due  to  the  wide  range  of  quality  of 
workmanship  exhibited  by  the  dies. 

Inasmuch  as  this  store  card  bears  no  date,  questions  have 
been  raised  as  to  whether  it  belongs  with  the  Civil  War 
store  card  series.  The  records  previously  cited  leave  no 
doubt  that  the  store  card  of  Seth  Smith  & Son  could  only 
have  been  issued  in  1863,  and  rightfully  belongs  among  the 
Civil  War  store  cards. 

After  leaving  the  grocery  business,  Mr.  Smith  entered  the 
real  estate  business  and  was  actively  engaged  in  this  line 
until  about  1905,  when  he  retired.  Mr.  Smith’s  death  came 
in  1910  at  the  age  of  91,  ending  a long  business  career  in 
Detroit.

HOW  TO  INFLUENCE  PEOPLE 
AND  WIN  A FRIEND  — YOUR  EDITOR 


We  need  information  about  merchants  who  issued  civil  war  store 
cards  in  the  following  areas  — Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  New 
Jersey,  West  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Missouri,  Iowa.  It  is 
unfortunate  for  all  of  us  that  no  member  of  C.W.T.S.  interested  in 
collecting  these  states  has  presented  items  of  interest  regarding 
the  men  behind  the  tokens.  It  would  seem  to  us,  that  complete 
satisfaction  in  the  possession  of  a token  certainly  calls  for  more 
information  than  a Fuld  or  H & G number,  name,  business  and 
location. 

We  recommend  a visit  to  your  local  library.  Just  walk  in,  tell  the 
librarian  your  problem  and  in  five  munutes  you  will  have  enough 
research  material  to  keep  you  busy  for  a week.  Apparently  almost 
all  of  the  merchants  in  civil  war  days  were  progressive  civic  minded 
men  interested  in  the  growth  and  welfare  of  the  community.  Local 
and  itinerant  historians  and  photographers  were  anxious  to  present 
them,  (for  a small  fee,  no  doubt)  and  their  families  in  a thorough 
and  somewhat  flattering  manner  in  their  county  directory.  These 
word  pictures  give  place  of  birth,  marital  status,  number  of  off- 
spring, education,  religious  and  political  status,  lodges,  type  of 
business,  hobbies,  and  other  facts. 

Another  source  of  information  is  the  local  newspaper  of  the  era. 
Most  libraries  will  allow  you  to  scan  through  the  pages  of  any  of 
the  publications  on  hand.  While  this  method  may  turn  out  to  be 
more  difficult  it  can  also  be  more  rewarding.  In  the  paid  publicity 
directories  all  of  our  subjects  turn  out  to  be  the  good  boys,  but 
occasionally  a newspaper  report  brings  out  the  fact  that  some  had 
feet  of  clay. 

In  any  case  information  concerning  civil  war  merchants  in  your 
area  will  be  of  interest  to  those  collectors  located  in  another  state 
where  research  of  your  merchants  is  not  readily  available.  Help 
your  fellow  collector  and  add  to  your  collector  knowledge  — write 
up  your  local  merchants  and  send  in  for  publication.

— Fuld,  1962,  listed  a 
Norfolk  580 — F.  Pfeiffer  & Co. 

DAVID  SCHENKMAN,  TAMS  525,  recently  sent  the  write 
a photo  copy  of  this  companies  advertisement  in  a Norfol 
newspaper.  Further  correspondence  with  him  showed  tha 
Mr.  Schenkman  wrote  two  articles — TAMS  JOURNAL,  Ma 
1966,  page  77;  and  THE  NUMISMATIST,  Sept.  1966,  pag 
1171.  These  articles  show  clearly  that  PFEIFFER  is  def 
nitely  not  a CIVIL  WAR  TOKEN.  In  the  new  book  thi 
piece  will  be  illustrated,  because  it  is  listed  in  H & G,  bu 
will  be  marked — NOT  CIVIL  WAR.  Many  collectors  wh 
started  collecting  recently  may  not  be  familiar  with  this  Pos 
Civil  War  token.  We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Schenkman  fo 
bringing  this  matter  to  our  attention. 
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Editors  Note  — Perhaps  it  would  clarify  matters  for  mem- 
bers who  do  not  have  copies  of  T.A.M.S.  Journal  or  1966 
Numismatists  if  we  point  out  that  David  Schenkman  stated 
I chat  Frank  Pfeiffer  did  not  move  from  Pennsylvania  to  Vir- 
ginia until  1865  and  did  not  enter  into  the  oyster  packing 
business  until  later  in  the  same  year.  The  article  is  illus- 
trated with  photcopy  of  an  advertisement  published  in  the 
Norfolk  Paper  on  December  23,  1865.  The  advertisement  is 
n the  form  of  an  offer  to  purchase  oysters  from  Oystermen 
Dy  Frank  Pfeiffer.  The  first  evidence  of  Frank  Pfeiffer  and 
Jo.,  Mr.  Schenkman  found,  is  also  given  in  photocopy  of 
advertisement  in  the  same  Norfolk  Paper  dated  March  23, 
1871.  The  copy  is  of  a co-partnership  notice  of  an  Oyster 
Tacking,  Truck  and  Shipping  Business  doing  business  under 
':he  name  Frank  Pfeiffer  and  Co.,  but  owned  by  Frank  Pfeiffer 
!:and  Solomen  Howes. 

Despite  the  fact  that  Merriam  used  the  #503  reverse  with 
pie  1863  date,  the  evidence  on  hand  convinces  Mr.  Fuld 
that  the  Virginia  Token  was  not  struck  before  1871  and 
therefore  cannot  qualify  as  a Civil  War  token. 

As  the  disqualification  of  Norfolk,  Va.,  580-A  will  bring 
borne  monetarv  loss  to  members  now  in  possession  of  it,  it 
•seems  only  fair  that  any  evidence  contrary  to  that  presented 
here  should  be  published  for  all  concerned.  The  Journal  will 
welcome  facts  submitted.

THE  SO-CALLED  “Wealth  of  the  South  mulings”  represent  an  unique 
annal  in  the  history  of  numismatics.  They  not  only  represent  virtually 
the  only  definite  token  coinage  struck  in  behalf  of  the  South  during  the 
Civil  War,  but  they  are  muled  among  each  other  as  completely  as  possible. 
As  an  introduction  to  the  series,  a quotation  from  an  article  from  the 
American  Journal  of  Numismatics  is  useful: 

“The  Medalet,  ‘No  Submission  to  the  North;’  ‘The  Wealth  of  the  South;’ 
was  struck  in  Cincinnati,  in  1860,  for  circulation  through  the  Southern 
States,  among  those  favoring  the  cause  of  secession.  A medalet  with  the 
same  reverse,  ‘The  Wealth  of  the  South,’  but  bearing  on  the  obverse  a 
shield,  and  the  inscription,  ‘Our  Rights,  The  Constitution,  and  The  Union,’ 
was  struck  by  the  same  parties  for  circulation  among  the  Southern  Union- 
ists, but  it  met  with  little  demand.  It  has  no  date.  During  the  manufacture 
of  the  medalet,  ‘No  Submission  to  the  North,’  one  of  the  dies  was  repeatedly 
broken,  and,  as  a consequence,  there  are  four  varieties  of  the  obverse.  The 
earliest  impressions  have  no  period  after  the  date,  and  are  further  marked 
by  fainter  rays  diverging  from  the  base  of  the  palmetto.  The  later  im- 
pressions show  a period  after  the  date  with  more  prominent  rays.  But 
few  were  struck  in  copper.  Those  first  issued  were  pierced  and  silvered. 

“During  the  early  days  of  the  war,  while  communication  with  the  South 
was  open  via  Louisville  and  Nashville,  large  quantities  were  shipped  over 
that  line  by  express,  after  passing  inspection  of  the  Custom  House  officers 
at  Cincinnati.  A package  of  these  medals  was  detained  in  the  express 
office  here,  and,  having  been  opened,  I secured  one  for  a friend.  All  in 
the  package  were  silvered  and  pierced.  Several  years  afterward  I discovered 
the  dies,  but  could  not  prevail  upon  their  owner  to  make  any  restrikes, 
as  one  of  the  dies  is  cracked,  and  he  did  not  wish  to  risk  its  destruction. 

“Those  who  possess  this  little  war  token,  with  the  absence  of  the  period, 
can  rest  assured  that  they  have  the  rarest  variety,  and,  if  pierced  and 
silvered,  it  is  further  evidence  of  its  earlier  manufacture. 

“The  one  bearing  the  Union  sentiments  is  of  greater  scarcity,  and 
although  the  dies  are  in  the  same  hands,  it  would  be  difficult  either  to 
obtain  restrikes  or  purchase  the  dies.” 

The  letter  referred  to  above  is  signed  by  E.  B.  G.  of  Cincinnati,  but 
attempts  to  establish  his  full  name  has  so  far  failed. 

This  interesting  letter  is  virtually  the  only  historical  information  avail- 
able on  this  extremely  interesting  series.  However,  it  is  known  that  dies 
were  cut  by  the  firm  of  B.  F.  True  of  Cincinnati  which  bears  out  the 
statements  made  by  Mr.  G.  It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  the  mulings 
were  definitely  in  existence  during  the  Civil  War  as  a number  were  sold 
in  the  H.  A.  Smith  Sale  of  March,  1863.  The  Edwards  Sale  of  1865  listed 
a number  of  these  pieces,  as  did  the  Levick  Sale  of  1884,  and  the  Holland 
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Sale  of  1878.  The  normal  combinations  of  the  political  tokens  with  the 
reverse  of  the  president’s  house  were  listed  by  Satterlee  in  1862.  Except 
for  the  photograph  of  die  III  in  Hetrich  and  Guttag’s  book  (their  die 
No.  498  — there  is  no  token  listed  with  this  obverse  die),  a list  of  the 
Lincoln  mules  in  King’s  fine  compilation  and  the  listing  of  the  ordinary 
non-muled  Weighell  piece  by  Adams  as  Ohio  33,  there  are  no  further 
references  to  this  extremely  interesting  series  in  the  literature. 

All  in  all,  this  series  consists  of  nine  different  dies  (Nos.  1 through  9 
on  Plate  1),  the  four  portraits  of  the  presidental  campaign  of  1860  (dies 
Nos.  I through  IV  on  Plate  2)  and  the  sometimes  used  Weighell  dies  (Nos. 
10  and  11)  and  a blank  reverse.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge  all  possible 
combinations  of  dies  1 through  9,  I through  IV  and  the  blank  reverse  were 
made,  that  is  there  are  theoretically  14  dies  used  in  all  making  105  possible 
combinations  of  these  pieces.  In  addition,  the  Weighell  dies  of  Cincinnati 
were  used  on  at  least  several  other  pieces  making  for  perhaps  10  more 
combinations  as  well  as  some  minor  die  varieties  of  die  9,  I and  III  which 
occur  generally  with  the  intertded  combination  of  dies  and  not  with  the 
mulings.  Such  extraordinary  misuse  of  coinage  dies  is  virtually  without 
parallel  in  the  history  of  numismatics  (except  perhaps  in  the  case  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Civil  War  tokens). 

It  is  no  wonder  the  word  “mule”  is  applied  to  these  pieces,  as  indicating 
combinations  of  dies  that  should  not  exist.  The  only  original  combinations 
of  these  dies  that  was  apparently  intended  was  the  actual  Wealth  of  the 
South  obverse  with  the  No  Submission  reverse  (dies  6 and  9)  as  referred 
to  in  Mr.  G’s  letter,  the  presidential  medalets  of  the  1860  campaign 
(obverses  I through  IV  with  reverse  5)  and  the  Weighell  combination  as 
listed  by  Adams  (obverse  of  die  10  with  reverse  of  die  11).  It  is  impossible 
to  determine  what  the  original  combinations  should  have  been  with  the 
remaining  six  dies,  except  for  the  fact  that  dies  1 through  3 with  a blank 
reverse,  might  have  been  intended  as  “drayage”  checks  for  these  firms 
in  Memphis  as  some  have  been  seen  counterstamped  with  “25.” 

It  is  difficult  to  state  which  of  these  pieces  circulated,  if  any,  as  obviously 
many  were  suppressed.  However,  the  Wealth  of  the  South/No  Submission 
pieces  (6/9)  have  been  seen  in  worn  condition.  However,  these  pieces 
definitely  belong  to  that  select  group  of  medals  and  tokens  issued  during 
the  war  in  the  South  and  are  generally  collected  with  the  Confederate 
tokens.  The  pieces  that  have  a northern  symbolism,  such  as  the  Union 
Must  and  Shall  be  Preserved  dies  (No.  7)  and  Our  Rights  the  Constitution 
and  the  Union  dies  (No.  8)  are  equally  combined  with  these  other  southern 
dies  including  the  Memphis  store  cards  of  Stockman,  Cossitt  Hill  and  Co., 
Steamer  Lancaster  No.  4 and  Elliot,  Vinson  and  Co.  which  tends  to  make 
one  believe  that  the  tokens  were  randomly  muled  with  no  reference  to 
actual  intent.  A similar  statement  could  be  made  with  the  Excelsior  Tobacco 
Works  (die  10)  combined  with  the  southern  dies. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  rarity,  all  the  pieces  are  of  about  equal  rarity, 
a few  being  met  with  more  commonly  than  others.  However,  the  combi- 
nations with  the  political  dies  (Nos.  I to  IV)  are  more  valued  among 
collectors.  There  is  no  firm  market  price  of  these  pieces  at  present  — in 
the  past  year  we  have  purchased  pieces  at  $1.00  apiece  (in  fact  the  politi- 
cal mules)  from  dealers,  while  having  seen  other  dealers  sell  them  for 
$20.00  apiece  and  getting  their  price.  Unfortunately  these  pieces  are  too 
seldom  met  with  to  establish  a stable  market,  but  we  would  suggest  a 
valuation  of  approximately  $5.00  apiece  for  any  of  the  pieces  as  being 
a fair  guess.  As  the  centennial  year  of  the  Civil  War  approaches,  these 
pieces  will  become  more  popular,  and  perhaps  a more  stable  price  level 
will  be  reached.  We  sincerely  doubt  if  a complete  collection  of  these  pieces 
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exist,  or  that  it  could  even  be  formed  under  today’s  conditions.  The  authors’ 
collection  of  these  pieces  represent  62  of  the  possible  combinations  of  these 
pieces,  and  with  metal  variations  numbers  over  80  pieces.  The  pieces 
reported  in  the  list  below  Jn  metals  other  than  copper,  brass  or  silvered 
(such  as  white  metal,  nickel  or  silver)  are  extremely  rare  and  virtually 
unobtainable. 

Only  the  pieces  definitely  known  to  exist  are  listed  in  the  tables  of 
combinations  with  reported  metals  (Table  II),  but  it  may  be  safely  assumed 
that  all  combinations  of  dies  1 to  9 and  I to  IV  do  exist,  but  that  they  are 
widely  scattered  in  various  collections.  We  will  be  grateful  to  anyone 
bringing  new  pieces  to  our  attention.  Pieces  in  the  authors’  collection  are 
noted  with  an  *.  We  are  indebted  to  Elmer  G.  Nelson  for  bringing  one 
new  variety  to  our  attention  and  to  Max  M.  Schwartz  for  the  use  of  his 
method  of  numbering  these  pieces.

"After  the  death  of  Christian  Gobrecht  on  July  23,  1844,  J.  B. 
Longacre  was  appointed  Mint  Engraver  by  President  Tyler.  Al- 
though he  was  an  excellent  portrait  engraver,  he  had  had  no  ex- 
perience at  die  sinking.  . . . Mr.  Longacre  continued  in  office  until 
he  died  Jan.  1,  1869.  During  this  time  he  was  variously  assisted 
by  P.  F.  Cross,  William  Barber,  Anthony  C.  Paquet  and  William 
H.  Key.  ”
